WASHINGTON, June 17.—President Me-

INTERVIEW WITH A PROMINENT 
FRENCH JOURNALIST. 


The Correspondent Quotes Schurman 
and Dewey, and Points Out What 
He Regards as Blunders of 
the Americans.

NEW YORK, June 17.—A prominent news- 
paper man, Henri Turot, special corre- 
spondent of Leclaire and of Le Monde II- 
lustre and chief editor of La Petite Re- 
publique and La Lanterne, recently re- 
turned from the Philippine Islands by way 
of Vancouver, B. C., and sailed for France 
to-day in order to report the result of his 
mission to his papers. 
was asked to furnish the Associated, Press , 
with the impressions he -had formed in the | 
Philippine Islands, and:he did so in the 
following terms: 

“T have just passed several weeks in the 
islands and will speak frankly on the sub- 
ject. During your war with Spain I openly 
and frequently prociaimed my eympathy 
for the American cause. Let this be borne 
in mind iff I criticise matters, as my crit- 
icism will be solely inspirated by my de- 
sire to respect the truth everywhere and 
always. 

“My first visit, quite naturally, was to 
Gen. Otis, from whom I had to request au- 
thorization to pass through the American 
lines. I was cordially received by the Gen- 
eral, and I asked him if he was satisfied 
with his campaign, and if he hoped to 
promptly terminate it. 

***VYes,’ he answered. ‘Iam satisfied with 
the results achieved, and from this time on 
I hope to accomplish in the quickest man- 
ner possible the patriotic task confided to 
me by my government. Unhappily, I can- 
not deny that it will take a long time. This

SEARCH TO BE MADE FOR 
MISSING MEN. 


THE 


NOT HEARD FROM FOR A YEAR. 


The Men Were to Develop a Rubber 
Concession for a Kansas City 
Capitalist. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

FORT SCOTT, Kan., June 17.—Frank 
Greenfield of this city arrived home from 
South America to-day, after a two years’ 
absence, his mission here being to organize 
a relief expedition into the interior of Bra- 
zil to rescue a party of Americans, of which 
his brother, Alfred Greenfield, is one. The 
party has not been heard from for a year, 
end he is convinced that they are either 
lost in captivity or have been massacred 
by the natives. 

The party was led by M. E. Kirk of Kan- 
sas City, who resigned a position as civil 
engineer for the Missouri and Kansas 
Telephone Co. and left a bride of but a 
few months to take charge of the expedi- 
tion. The other members are Albert Green- 
field of this city and two men named Wil- 
liamson and Brownley of Ohio. 

L. B. Price, a merchant of Kansas City, 
is their finencial backer. He secured a 
valuable rubber concession from the Brazil- 
‘lan Government in 1897 and in February, 
1898, Kirk. Williamson and Brownley start- 
ed to Brazil to develop it. At Buenos 
Ayres they were joined by Greenfield, who 
with his brother had gone to South Ameri- 
ca from Johannesburg, South Africa, with 
a party of English miners. 

The expedition sailed up the Parana River 
as far as it was navigabie and then started 
on a 1500-mile journey over the mountains 
and through the jungles. When last heard 
from they were at Cuyaba in the province 
of Nattagrossa. That was a year ago last 
Thursday. 

Frank Greenfield, who has just arrived 
home to enlist the efforts of bis friends to 
rescue the party, did not go with the ex- 
pedition from Buencs Ayres. He traveled 
overland through Bolivia and into Chill. 
He recounts a journey of hardship and 
suffering. 

Letters have been addressed by him to 
Mr. Price and the relatives of the other 
men of the missing party, enlisting their 
aid in the relief e: terprise. Mr. Kirk's 
young wife has been prostrated by the re- 
ports of her husband's probable fate. The

Storms Continue to Damage the Farm- 
ing Lands of Nebraska. 

OMAHA, Neb., June 17.—Additional re- 

ports of damage by storms are coming in. 


The hail and rain of Friday night did mor 
harm than at first feared. Cummi an 
Dodge Counties were the worst sufferers, 
but the entire Bastern part of Nebraska 
was swept by the storm, that inflicted 
heavy damage upon crops and city and 
village improvements. The severest hall- 
storm thus far reported was near Ashjand, 
at 3 a. m. to-day. A terrific fall of the icy 
pellets devastated a strip of country four 
miles long and over a salle wide. After the 
storm was over the ground was entirely 
bare of vegetation.

THE NAVY DEPARTMENT ABOUT 
TO REOPEN IT. 


Proposed Investigation of the Alleged 
Colloquy Between Schley and 
Hodgson During the Battle 
of Santiago. 


Special to the Post-Dispatehb. 

WASHINGTON, June 17.—@ecretary Long 
of the Navy Department has determined to 
reopen the Schley-Sampson controversy, It 
was officially stated at the Navy Depar'i- 
ment that Ldeutenant-Commander Hodg- 
#on's statements regarding the alleged col- 
loquy between himself and Admiral Schley 
would be investigated by department of- 
ficials. The investigation will, of course, 


be a@ secret inquisition at which Admiral 
Schiey is more than likely tu be badiy 
treated, 

Naval officials are unable to accoun: for 
the revamping of the old controversy, which 
all eincerely hoped was closed for ev*r. 
The announcement that the matter would 
receive official recognition will ultimately 
benefit the case of Admiral Schiey, as the 
Opinion is gaining that he is being perse- 
cuted by certain officers of the navy, who 
are 80 prejud.ced in favor of Admiral Samp- 
eon that they will go to any length to 
establish his claim. ar Admiral] Crowin- 
shield of the Bureau of Navigation, the 
Tost influential officer at the department, 
is a staunch advocate of Admiral Samp- 
60n. Other bureau officers are also partial 
to Sampson. 

Secretary Long declined to discuss the 
i™Matter to-day, except to adm‘t that such 
&@n investigation would be made. A number 
of the high ranking naval officers, who 

ave made - ve nigga remarks regardin 
Admiral Schiey'’s conduct on the day o 
the battle off Santiago, will doubtless be 
called upon to explain their own conduct. 
The indications are that Adm.ra] Schley's 
friends will demand a Senatorial investiga- 
tion to effectually settle the matter. 

Capt. Robley Evans, “Fighting Bob,” 
has made several declarations regardin 
‘Admiral Schiey's conduct, both before an 
,dauring the naval engagement off Santiago. 
Admiral Schiley’s friends are now cla.ming 
that while Admiral Schley was standing on 
the bridge of the Brooklyn directing the 
fight in person, Capt. Evans was behind 
the conning tower of the Iowa, directing 
the movements of his vessel from that po- 
sition. It is also asserted that during the 
battle Capt. Evans’ son, who was a naval 
cadet, was sent below at the direct com- 
mand of his father, while a younger and 
more inexperienced cadet was pooes on 
duty in a very much exposed position, 

Owing to the continual warfare being 
waged on Admiral Schiey by the officials 
of the Navy Department his friends are 
becoming vindictive and will push the mat- 
ter vigorously before the Senate upon the 
reassembling of Congress. Admiral Schley 
pessoaty requested his Senatoria) friends 
to allow the confirmation of the nominations 
‘of the Secretary of the Navy at the last 
session of Congress. These friends were so 
confident that an Injustice was being done 
that this was refused, and as a consequence 
no rewards have been’ given as a résult of 
the war with Spain. he Committee on 

aval Affaire wil doubtless be brought into 
the quarrel. The bureauocracy of the Navy 

epartment and Admiral Schiey each have

Pertinent Question Put to the Indus- 
trial Commission by Refiner 
Rockwood While Giving 
His Testimony.

WASHINGTON, June 17.—The Industrial 
Commission to-day heard a etatement from 
L. M. Lockwood, an oi] producer of Zelien- 
ople, Pa., in opposition to the Standard Oil 
Trust. Mr. Lockwood declared that the 
trust had driven the independent refiner- 
ies into bankruptcy and servitude, and he 
denounced the course pursued in severe 
terms. He held the railroads especially re- 
sponsible for this condition of affairs. Go- 
ing back to 1872, he referred at length to 
a contract made by the trunk lines of Penn- 
Sylvania with the South Improvement Co. 
Under this contract, he eaid, the freight 
rates on oil were doubled and half the 
amount collected was paid back as rebate— 
not only this, but the contract company 
received a like rebate of the shipments of 
all other companies, This contract, he de- 
clared, had been secretly continued by the 
railroads with the Standard Oil Co. He 
quoted A. J. Cassatt, the new President of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad, as testifying be- 
fore the Interstate Railway Commission to 
the effect that while the open rate to the 
public wae $1.9 per barrel, the rate to the 
Standard company was 80 cents. Further 
investigation, said Mr, Lockwood, had de- 
veloped the fact that tne railroad com- 
panies actually received only 35 cents, This 
condition of affairs had resulied for a time, 
according to the witness, in giving the 
Standard company a profit of 4w per cent 
while the independent refineries were be- 
ing rapidiy driven into bankruptcy. Mr. 
Lockwood was free in the use of epithets 
characterizing both the oil compaay and 
rai.road oliicials as highwaymen and brig- 
ands, 

“if you have got to be robbed,” he ex- 
claimea, “it does not matter much whether 
you are held up by Dick Turpin with a 
pistol, or by Jonn KRockefellern with a rail- 
road; it is robbery all the same.”’ 

He said that men who had carefully an- 
alyzed the test.mony taken before the 
Hepburn Committee estimated that in 186 
months’ time the five trunk lnes of Penn- 
sylvania had paid the Standard Oil Co. §11.- 
0vw),0U00 in rebates. ‘The ra.lroad companies 
had, he said, completeiy ignored the order 
of the Industrial State Commission to stop 
the.r discr.mination in favor of the Stand- 
ard Oil Co., resorting them to the system 
of false billing. 

Speaking of the remedy for the evil, Mr. 
Lockwood ¢ea.d it was in public ownership 
of the railroads and not to be found in 
courts—the courts were too slow and ex- 
pensive. 

“The railroads and the oll company can 
razoo a man up and down in the courts 
for 10 years,’ he said, “‘until he is ruined 
and then go on with their work, leaving 
their victim stranded. As a reward, the 
combines elevate their instruments to high- 
er places politically. Thus it was that the 
thought of common people was gradual y 
becoming fixed to the efiect that the great 
railway combines were gradually packing 
the Supreme Courts w.th men in sympathy 
with their monopolistic tendencies and who 
would do their bidding. Thus the inter- 
state commerce law was rendered ineffect- 
ual.”’ 

If the railroad companies can control the 
appointment of the Attorney-General and 
of Justices of the Supreme Court, what do 
they care for the law?’ the witness asked. 

The only safe plan, said Mr. Lockwood, 
Was to take the railroads out of the hands 
of the corporations aud place them under 
control of the Government, so that every 
man could get as cheap rates as any other 
man. 

He considered all the railroads of the 
country as one gigantic trust and asserted 
that they were in control of our politics, 
contributing millions to elect Legis atora, 
Senators and Judges to prnish those not 
willing to do their bidding.

TO THE GRAVE, 


With Rites as Simple as Had 
Been His Life. 


GREAT MEN ONLY SPECTATORS. 


NEIGHBORS HAVE THE HONOR OF 
CONDUCTING THE FUNERAL. 


Town in Which Every House Is Black 
With Mourning Receives the Dis- 
¢inguished Visitors Who Come 

to the Bier of Its Fore- 
most Citizen. 


From a Staff Correspondent. 
LEBANON, Mo., June 17.—With rites as 
free from ostentation as had been his life, 
Richard Parks Bland was buried here to- 
dav. 
It was a perfect June day. No cloud 
flecked the azure arch overhead. The sun 
shone warm over the beautiful Ozark 
Hills, through an atmosphere as clear and 
bracing as any in the’ world. To-night 
the stars sing together over Bland’s grave. 
The silver moon hung its graceful crescent 
in the sky before it went down, and bathed 
the tops of the mountains and the INttle 
cemetery where the body rests In a flood 
of mellow light. 
The funeral services were a strange com- 
bine tion of fraternity rituals and religious 
ceremonial. All the ministers of Lebanon 
and the Masons and Knights Templar took 
part. 
Mr. Bland was a member of no church, 
but Mrs. Bland is a devout Catholic. For 
this reason the interment was in the Catho- 
lic cemetery and at the grave the Rev. 
Father J. F. Wood, rector of the Catholic 
Church, was the only epeaker. In his 
brief address he eaid he regretted that 
he could not act in his official capacity. 
His eulogy of Mr. Bland, however, was 
generous and full of kind appreciation and 
broad liberality. 

Biand'’s body was consigned to earth by 
those whom he had known almost as 
brothers during the best years of his life. 
His townspeople, who knew him best and 
loved him most, because they knew him 
so well, performed the last rites. There 
were distinguished men here, men whom 
he had known in Congress and in that 
wider world into which he was forced to 
go in the performance of the duty he had 
set himself to do, but they were merely 
epectators come to be honored by attend- 
ance at his funeral.

SERVICES AT THS HALL 


The funeral arrangements were in charge 
of ex-Speaker John W. Farris, Biana’s 
closest friend in Lebanon, and Sergeant- 
at-Arms Benjamin F. Russell of the Na- 
tional House of Representatives. 

The text selected by Rev. W. K. Collins 
for his discourse, Hebrews, ix., 27, “It is 


Appointed unto Men Once to Die.” 
This dark truth, he said, was written 


upon every page and in every paragraph of 
holy writ. So fearful was the Savior that 
men in their heedlessness would forget 
death, that he repeated the warning many 
times. How inexorabie is death, but death 
is dreadful only to those who fear its con- 
sequences and it-is the part of wisdom 
to prepare for death. The speaker declared 
that Mr. Bland was a Christian in every- 
thing except the name. He then spoke of 
the life that was ended. The points he 
emphasized were the charming simplicity, 
honesty, the unawerving courage and the 
unfailing benevolence of the deceased. His 
tribute was simple and touching and went 
home to the hearts of those who heard. 
The speaker was only voicing truths about 
Mr. Bland that even the youngest of his 
hearers knew from personal experience. but 
his simple words touched and moved to 
tears all who listened. 

The music in the ceremony at the hall 
was rendered by a choir selected from the 
choirs of the Lebanon churches. After the 
Opening prayer and scripture reading, 
“Nearer My God to Thee” was sung. ol- 
lowing the discourse by Rev. Collins, “‘Rock 
of Ages” was sung. Part of the Masonic 
ritual was sung. 

This was followed by the rituals of the 
Masonic and Knights Templar orders by 
John Gill, past grand templar. The closing 
prayer was said by the Rev. J. E. Alexander 
of the Southern Methodist Church. 

The march to the grave was then be- 
gun. The procession was a long one, 
and it was chiefly afoot, in simple, 
country fashion. The cemetery 18 only about 
half a mile from the hall, and the road is

Behind the cas- 
ket was a bank of potted flowers and 
palm, On every side were set 
pieces in a great variety of de- 
signs, A broken column at the head 
was a tribute of the Bland Glee Club. At its 
base were wreaths from Maj. and Mrs. 
Thomas O. Towles of Jefferson City, Miss 
Arnold and Senator F. M. Cockrell. Imme- 
diately behind the casket wae an appro- 
riately desigmed —re from Lebanon 
odge, No. 83, A. F. and A. M. At the foot. 
was a design, “Gates Ajar,"’ sent by Gen. 
BDwing iMtchell, Mre. Bland’s father, and 
his family. There was no room about the 
casket for all the flowers and many of them 
were not displayed until the cemtery wae 
reached, whem they were piled in a great 
blooming mass beside the grave.

Many of them going 
hungry, to get to look at the face of the 
dead and to get a glimpse fn the gathering 
dusk of the funeral pageant as it wended 
its way slowly over the country lane to the 
plain little Catholic cemetery under the oak 
trees on the hill. Many of these were wom- 
en and there were droves of children. All 
had known Bland and had learned to love 
him, It is probable that Bland would nat 
have chosen the funeral that was given him. 
He was so simple in his tastes that he 
would have seen no reason why any more 
demonstrations should have been made over 
his burial than over the interment of any 
one else. But Lebanon, in its love and ad- 
miration for him, could not bring itself to 
yield to the wish expressed by his char- 
acter in this matter. There was no osten- 
tation, no sham show, no tinsel, but an 
extra effort was made and there was more 
ceremonial than in ordinary cases. Lebanon 
realized that it was for one day the cen- 
ter of national interest and it was de- 
termined that its resources should be ex- 
hausted in giving fitting burial to the body 
of its first citizen, 

And thus it happened that Bland lay in 
state all day in the Opera House guarded 
by twouniformed Knights Templar, and sur- 
rounded by a profusion of beautiful flowers. 
For this same reason specia] cars were run 
and prominent Men came hundreds of miles 
to honor his memory, and that hundreds 
of persons came in from surrounding towns 
= the country districts to look at his 
ace, 


A TOUCHING INCIDENT. 


A pretty incident occurred during the 
morning which gave an Iowa traveling man 
a chance to place upon the casket an arm- 
ful of wild roses, the State flower of Iowa. 
The ay og 3 man took a drive which led 
him by the Bland home. Near it, he en- 
countered a small boy in the road. He 
invited the boy to ride with him, and the 
invitation was joyously accepted. They 
drove along the road until they reached a 
place where wild roses were blooming in 
presumes. The boy insisted upon gather- 
ng an armful of them. Returning, the 
boy got out at the Bland home, leaving the 
flowers in the buggy. He was Mr. Bland’s 
youngest son, John, who ts too young to 
realize what had happened, The lowa man 
brought the flowers to town and spread 
them upon the casket. 

Before many months pass Bland’s grave 
will be marked by a handsome monument, 
Capt. J. W. Farris announced at the close 
of the services at the hall that a Bland 
Monument fund had .peen formed for the 
purpose of erecting such a monument,

He is a bay, very old 
and gentle, but in the eyes of Lebanonites 
no skittish thoroughbred could be more im- 

ortant. The old fellow was brought out 
his morning, hitched to an ancient ve- 
hicle that Mr. Bland used to drive in, and 
was given a shady place on the street. He 
was admired by hundreds of visitors. After 
the services in the hall he was driven in 
the procession to the graveyard. It was a 
delicate feeling that prompted some one to 
give old Peter an opportunity to do honor 
to the memory of his old master. 

A notable figure on the streets and at the 
funeral was George Bradfield, the man 
who first nominated Mr. Bland for Con- 
gress in 1872. Mr. Bradfield was then the 
editor of the Democratic paper at Leba- 
non, and it was in his paper that Harrison 
Attaway secured the unauthorized an- 
nouncement of Mr. Bland’s candidacy dur- 
ing the latter’s absence from Lebanon, 
which forced him to become a candidate 
and resulted in his nomination and elec- 
tion, and started him on his lon and dis- 
tinguished career in Congress. Mr. Brad- 
field is now one of the oldest Democrats in 
Laclede County, but he is still lively and 
entertaining in his many reminiscences of 
the dead champion of silver. 


BLAND’S CHARACTERISTIOS. 


Incidents of His Life Which Illustrate 


His Personality. 
Spécial to the Post-Dispatch. ; 

LEBANON, Mo., June 17.—Had ‘Dick’ 
Bland been nominated and elected to tHe 
proatdency, believers in the self-made 
man would have had an Opyortunity to re- 
joice in the re of their theory. 

He prided bimself on being a man of the 
“lair people.” “Free silver and the plain 
people's rights’’ would have been the cam- 

aign cry. It is said that one of the 
nfluences that threw the support of the 
Texas delegation to him at Chicago was the 
report that “Dick Bland eats at the same 
table with his hired man.” 

From his boyhood Mr. Bland had to earn 
his own way. He was once asked: “When 
you say your father was a poor man do 
you mean a man not rich?” 

Mr. Bland was silent a while and cut 
off a fresh piece of tobacco. Finally he 
eaid, quietly: ‘‘All he had was his farm; it 
brought $300 after his death.” ‘ 

Mr. Bland took no part in the Civil W ar. 
He was not given an honorary title, ‘“‘Cap- 
tain’’ or “Major” or “Colonel,” by his 
neighbors, 

It was while Mr. Bland was in Congress 
during his first term that he married Vir- 
ginia Sritchell, and although he always pro- 
tested that there was no romance in his 
life, his father-in-law, Gen. E. Y. Mitchell, 
tells a different story. Mitchell, who was 
only 8 years older than Bland, met his fu- 
ture son-in-law first in a law suit at Leba- 
non. Soon after this he received a letter 
from ‘his 18-year-old daughter, Virginia,who 
was away at school, saying: “I have met 
Richard P. Bland. What do you think of 
him, pa?’’ 

“I wrote her,” said the General, in telling 
of it. “that he was as cold as a wagon tire. 
While I was away on the Southern Court 
circuit trying cases four letters came to 
my hand from Bland. The first one I opened 
asked me for the hand of my daughter, 
Virginia, in marriage. I thought to my-~ 
self, ‘Great Scott, does this man want to 
marry that child?’ She was only 18 years 
old and he was 36. I opened the second let- 
ter, and it was more urgent than the first; 
the thira was peremprory, and the 
fourth stated that he supposed I was op- 
posed to him and that if 1 would not con- 
eent to the marriage he would run away 
with her and mary her anyhow. 

“That letter paralyzed me. To think that 
a man woul'ld write a letter to another man 
demanding his daughter in marriage, and 
then, before he got a reply, write another 
letter, saying he would run off with her, 
was too much for me. It made me mad 
clear through, and I sat down and wrote 
a letter to him, in which I said: ‘I bave 
received your letter asking permission to 
marry my daughter, and stating that if 
will not give my consent you wil) run away 
with her and marry her anyhow. I suppose 
you want to make a little romance, go run 
away with her and be —.’

The creditore of the Mullanphy Savings 
Bank who are opposed to the compromise 
of Receiver Stone's $2/.000 sult for $15,0W, 
gay they will present to Judge Wood next 
Saturday remonstrances against ithe pro- 
ceeding, signed by creditors representing 
over @ per cent of the claims against the 


bank. 

They have made arrangements to put a 
Soliciting committee at work next week 
to urge the creditors to eign the remon- 
etrance.

"We are considerably handicapped by the 
ghort time in which we must do this 
work,” eaid one of the creditors yesterday.

HOW ELKS ARE CAUGHT ' 


— 


TAXIDERMIST BASTIAN TELIS A 
THRILLING STORY. 


MANY HEADS ON EXHIBITION. 


Some Stories of the Lordly Animals 
Whose Heads and Horns Are 
Now on Show in St. Louis. 


A person who did not know that it was 
the eve of Elks’ week in St. Louis might 
well have fancied last night that the town 
had gone wild over taxidermy as a fine 
art. Dealers in dry goods, wet goods and 
every other sort of goods exhibited stuffed 
animals and heads of animalg in their show 
windows, in front of their doors, on. their 
counters and in every other place where 
they could attract attention. 

Elks—not the bipedal variety, but the 
big antlered Cervus Canadensis boys, such 
as are found in the wilds of the Far West— 
were far and away in the majority, but 
there were specimens of moose, deer, bear, 
mountain lions and other wild beats indi- 
genous to this continent, to be sa . 

It isn’t everybody who is gffted with 
knowledge about how wild elks are ob- 
taimed, their skins prepared and mounted, 
therefore a few words from a man who 
brought a car load of mounted elk and oth- 
er animals from far-away Washington 
State wiil prove interesting. His name is 
A. H. Bastian, and he is a taxidermist, 
with a home in South Bend, Pacific County, 
Wash. He is a middle-aged, strongly buliit 
man, who Wears glasses and has the big, 
thick fingers usually seen cm the profes- 
sional hunter, He taiks siowly and with no 
attempt at ornamental language, but he 
has views and knows things. 

He brought, in addition to three very 
large entire elk, a dozen or so heads and 
horns, a mountain lion, a lynx and several 
bear. They are scattered about towy in the 
neighborhood of Broadwar and Market 
atreet, and attracted a gocd deal of atten- 
tion last week. 

One, of the entire elk, is a monster, 17 
hands high at the shoulders, and probably 
weighed 1800 pounds when killed. A ten 
in the hide just behind the left fore-shoul- 
der and amother in his flank show where 
he was shot. here is a stcry connected 
with the bagging of this big fellow, but it 
is hard to drag it out of Bastian. 

“T killed him two years ago next fall,’ 
eaid the taxidermist, “about miles from 
my home. I tracked him for five days and 
a half. No there wasn’t anybody with 
me, and I never saw a person tili got 
back on the horge trail with the hide.” 

Think of that for a narrative of a chase 
of nearly a week through forests that can- 
not be traversed on horsebacl;, by one man, 

laying the bloodhound and trailing the 
for liest game on the American Continent! 
Think of it! The correspondent of the av- 
erage newspaper could write a book about 
one day of such sport, but the laconic and 
persevering taxidermist didn’t think the 
minor incidents of the chase worth telling. 

Questioned further, he said: ‘lI had heerd 
that there was a big bull elk In the neigh- 
borhood. and I went after him. I found 
his tracks and thee showed that he was 
big enough to justify me in 4 long chase, 
As I said, I followed him for five days and 
a half before getting a shot, although I 
caught two or three glimpses of him. There 
was no snow on the ground, but I had littl 
difficulty in tracking him, ag the groun 
was eoft. He threw me off two or three 
times by back-tracking, but | caught the 
trail again. Finally, on the sixth day 
saw him not more than 10 rods away. H 
had his head up and was listening. I 
a 90-30-caliber Savage magazine rifle that 
carried steel-jacketed expiosive bullets. At 
the first @hot the elk ran. He was badly 
wounded and the second shot brought him 
down after he had gone about B® rods. I 
skinned him and oer postal caries the 
flesh with salt I carr the hide and horns 
to the horee trail. There I cached them and 
went back for the head and part of the

A feature of his collection that Mr. Bas- 
tian prizes highly is a pair of velvet horns. 
These are rarely secn—first, because elk 
and deer are not generally nunted during 
the period when their horns ere soft, and 
second, because it is difficult to get a pair 
of scft or velvet horns that are perfectly 
developed, yet have mot beén marred b 
ecratches. Bastian’s pair he loaned to Phi 
Haquétte. They are five-pronged, large and 
perfectly formed. 

“I got a full quart of blood out of those 
horns when I was curing them,” said Bas- 
tian. “You know the horns of an elk or deer 
bleed freely when they are soft. 

“Another thing about hcrns ts the fallacy 
that you can tell the age of a buck by 
the number of prongs he has. I have seen 
elk 20 years old, at least, that had only five 
prongs. I have seen others with twelve 
prongs that I had reason to belleve were 
not more than I1¢ years old. 

“Wik can be readily trained to drive when 
they are young, but they are dangerous in 
ceriain seasons, after they are full grown. 

“Tl would hate to undertake to drive euch 
fellows as mine between the middle of 
Aurust and the ist of January. 

Mr. Bastian hopes to enlarge his business 
by his visit to St. Louis and incidentally 
wants to win the medal for the best 
mounted elk’s head and horns. 

Whether he will do it remains to be seen, 
There are at least 300 sets of horns exhibited 
and more will be shown to-day. No down- 
town barroom seems to be complete with- 
out them and men in other branches of 
trade seem to be as eager as the saloon 
keepers to exhibit epecimens of the tax!- 
dermist’s art. 

There would have been a l!beral exhibition 
of antlers and heads, and even complete 
elks stuffed, anyhow, but the fact that @ 
valuable gold medal, studded with dia- 
monds, was offered for the best head and 
horns unquestionably caused a_ large in- 
crease in the number and quality of the 
displays. Phil Harquette, who is an en- 
thusiastic Elk, offered the medal] and the 
local lodge accepted it and placed it on 
exhibition abovt two months ago. Since 
then it has been referred to frequently -

I believe I have scientific proof ef the 
immortality of the soul,” said Prof, Hy- 
slop, summing up his creed for the bene- 
fit of the Sunday Post-Dispatch. “Il know 
that the spirits of the dead may be talked 
with, for I have talked with them. And | 
know that certain human beings liave the 
power to act as med ums between the mor- 
tal and the spirit world. Now, I don’t of- 
fer this as a belief, as the word is com- 
monly used, but as the result of experiment 
conducted in the sternest scientific spirit 
and with no previous prejudice in favor o 
such a theory.” 

“Furthermore, this conviction is nothing 
new. In 1892, seven years ago, I knew that 
I should ultimately stand where I do to- 
day. I saw the direction tn which research 
was leading me. I knew, that, granted the 
facts I have now obtained, ? gnould take 
the position I now hold.” 

In appearance Prof. Hyslop is absolutely 
removed from the fanatic or over-spiritual 
type. He is of medium height and about 
#) years old, with a strong, clear-cut face, 
stamped with intelligence and common 
sense. His hair and close-cut beard are 
dark, and he has very black, alert eyes. He 
is considered not on‘y an able scientist, but 
@ cautious investigator, 

“My experiments with Mrs. Piper of Bos- 
ton,”’ the Professor explained, ‘“‘supplied the 
facts I have been in search of for years.

THE BAKER-HOWARD FEUD. 


FIRST AMBUSH WAS PLANNED BY 
A WOMAN, 


Possible Results of the Vow Taken by 
the Widow of Tom Baker Who 
Was Assassinated in Clay 
County. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., June 17.--If more 
murders are to be added to the crimson 
trail of nine assassinations that the Baker. 
Howard feud has aiready left over Clay 
County, Ky., women will be responsibie. 
It is the women of both families who are 
to-day desperately fanning the fire of ven- 


geance. 

The mothers in both factions are teach- 
ing the boys to shoot straght and true, 
that later they may not bungle in kill- 
ing. It is the women who have not for- 
given, and who will never forget. Daugh- 
ters of a race of mountaineers with hot 
bloud, cool heads and iron nerves are wom- 
en to be reckoned with. 

The Baker-Howard feud is one of the 
most remarkable and highiy colored bits 
of contemporary history. Anybody in Cla 
County would say that the story is st.ll 
far from ended, and that so .ong as Bakers, 
or Howards, or their adherents flourisn 
There is 
support for this belief in the fact that a 
battalion of State Guards has been sent 
to where court is being held, to prevent 
fresh outbreaks between the two factions. 

Untill something more than a year ago 
the Bakers and Howards were neighbors 
and good friends. They were aiso partners 
in a logging business, although there was 
no written agreement to that effect. The 
dispute arose over a $40 wagon. James B. 
Howard, son of A. B. Howard, leader of 
the Howard clan, had bought the wagon. 
When he 4.d not pay for it sult was brought 
against him. “Tom” Baker bought the 
udgment and demanded the money. B. 
djoward thought this was not the square 
thing for a business partner to do. 

‘Tom"’ Baker and israel Howard had a 
littie preliminary shooting, which intro- 
duced the fray. Afterward old A. B. How- 
ard and ‘““Tom” Baker had a ser ous quarrel, 
Baker, who was unarmed. throwing an 
augeur at Howard, This resulted in an am- 
bush being iaid by the Bakers to trap the 
Howarda. 

This plan was accomplished through the 
agency of a woman, the wife of John 
Baker, who aroused her household by vio- 
lently ringing a dinner bell when she saw 
the Howards Repransns. Wilson Howard 
and Burch Store were killed on the spot 
i, the Bakers. On hearing of this James 
| oward murdered George Baker, an old 


man, who had up to that point had no part 
in the feud. 

That the bicodthirstiness has from first 
to last been largely on the part of the wo- 
men concerned is shown oy a recent re- 
mark of the widow of Tom Raker, who is 
socn to give bi:th to a child: 

“I pray on every day,” sie sald, “that 
my child may be a boy. I want him to 
avenge his father’s murder.” 

This woman hae already given birth to 
11 boys, to all of whom she has taught 
the same lesson. She is only 34 years old, 
and a strong, typical wuman. who does 
not know what it is to feel fear. She wag a 
Philpot, sister to Lee T. Philpot, one of 
Roosevelt's Rough Riders, wno fought cn 
San Jvan Hill. Her uncle, “Pegleg”’ Phil- 
vot, represented Clay County in the Legis- 
ature, and wae, like every other Philpot, 
a fighter. 

Mrs. ‘“‘Tom” Baker makes no secret of her 
ambition for her boys. rhe cldest son, 
James, is 17 vears old, and hos almost grad- 
uated from his mother's Spariaa-like tute- 
lage. The widow is now occupying herself 
with the youngest boys, who must all !¢arn, 
she save, how to siay the Howards and 
their allies. the Whites. She is an excellent 
shot herself, and shoots with the children at 
targets, cheering them when they make @ 
good score. 

“Some people say I am not doing right 
to teach my boys shooting #9 young,” she 
said. coolly. “but Iam right, nevertLeless. 

“The Howards and the Whites have 
threatened me and my children. The boys 
must know how to defend themselves and 
me. Nobody knows what the women of 
Clay County have to bear. It fs no easy 
thing to see our men-folks shot down like 
dogs, when they have no guns in their 
hands, and I say that, as the law cannot 
touch the Howardce and Whites, the vu rys 
must be ready to deal justice te the men 
who killed their father.” 

To understand the present spirit it Is nec- 
essary to go back a little. Nearly 100 
years ago Susan Callahan, whose father 
was an Irishman and whose mother was a 
Cherokee Indian, married William Strong 
in what is now Breathitt ‘ane * Her 
granddaughter, Mary Strong, a sister of 
Capt. Strong, who was a feud leader i 
Breathitt for % years, and who wae kilied 
two yeare ago from ambush, married Geo. 
W. Baker, a lawyer of Clay County, Wo 
afterward became County Attorney. She 
was a woman of strong mentality, and 
inherited all the beligerent qualities which 
made her brother a terror in war and a 
man to be dreaded in peace. She bove scv- 
eral sons. among them being “Tom” Baker, 
the leader of the. Baker faction in the 
present Clay County feud. 

She taught her sons to give an eye for 
an eye and a tooth for a tooth. Her boys 
were strong Republicans, and when_WIil 
White, “Be” White and John G. White 
and the noted John D. White, the “Crested 
Jayhawker,” tried to keep the Bakers in 
the background anda wanted to defeat 
George Baker for the nomination for Coun.- 
ty Attorney, she told them to go in and 
defeat the Whites if possibile.

AGRAIRIANS ARE IN OPPOSITION. 


AMERICAN INTERESTS ARE IN- 
VOLVED IN THE SCHEME. 


If the Bill Should Fail in the Upper 
House of the Diet Enough 
Nobles to Pass It Will 
Be Created. 


BERLIN, June 17.—The e¢anal dill en- 
grossed attention this week and the papers 
had much to say pro and con, according to 
party standpoint. The ultimate fate of 
the bill concerns America as the construc- 
tion of a network of canals joining the 
three largest rivers in Prussia, the Pb, 
Rhine and Waeser, and the Far Eastern 
provinces, those bordering on the German 
Ocean, will cheapen and facilitate the 
freights of American exports, notably ce- 
reals, meats, cotton and other bulky goods.

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GOMEZ TO UNRAVEL IT, 


TANGLE ABOUT IDENTIFICATION 
OF TROOPS L.EFT TO HIM. 


FEW WILL BE ALLOWED ARMS. 


After the Soldiers Shall Lay Down 
Their Guns Even Hunters Will 
Have to Secure Licenses. 


HAVANA, June 17.—Gov. Gen Brooke. 
in an official lettgr to Gen. Max:mo Gomez, 
says, in relation to the payment of the 
American gratuity: “In distribution of the 
money I have noticed that many men 
whose names are not on the rolls claim to 
belong to the Cuban army. As Governor- 
General I recommend you to take the nec- 
essary steps to ascertain if they have a 
right to a portion of the $3,000,000, and here- 
by authorize you to make what arrange- 
ments y think proper to carry out the 
plan of distribution with the idea in view 
that I ‘wish no man who served in the 
army under proper contentions to be de- 


prived of his just dues.”’ 

Gen. Gomez subsequently published a 
short proclamation, in which he says: 

‘In spite of my propos‘tion to separate 
myself completely from political affairs, |] 
feel it a moral duty to occupy myself with 
all that pertains to our herolec soldiers. In 
conference with Gov. Gen. Brooke yester- 
day, he informed that under present condi- 
tions some Cuban soldiers who wish to ecol- 
lect their share of the money alloted by the 
United States Government for the payment 
of the troops are unable to do vecanse 
the'r names do not appear on the lists. This 
should be changed so as to enabie these 
men to receive their quota, which they 
need and deserve. 

“For this I am authorized to take the 
' measures needed, and in consequence I have 
advised all t*e chicfs to send more inf»: ma- 
tion, including every detail obtainable, If 
they think as I do. The soldiers need our 
decided protection.” 

Judges of the situation consider that 
after the payment of the Cubans has been 
concluded throughout the Isiand a measure 
prohibiting the carrying of firearms with- 
out a license expiicitly stating the nature 
of the arms and the reason why the license 
is tssued will be adopted. 

The Secretary of Justice {s making in- 
quiries in the different provinces and with- 
in the next few weeks will subm.t a pro- 
posal for such a measure to Gen. Brooke, 
and there its no doubt that he will favor 
it. Provision will be made for the use of 
arms for hunting and the protection of iso- 
lated places.

HOTELS COMPELLED TO TURN 
AWAY THE VISITORS. 


VISITS NOT ALL FOR PLEASURE. 


American Businecs Firms Oontinue to 
Crowd Out the Briton in His 
Own Land. 


LONDON, June 17.—The tide of American 
travel tc Europe was at high water mark 
this week, and as a result, not only are 
the London hotels turning people away, 
but visitors are lucky if they find ordinary 
lodg:ng. Three steamships, which arrived 
this week, had from 800 to 1200 passengers on 
board. In fact, one brought 1300. The even- 
ing scenes at the fashionable hotels are al- 
most a counterpart of those witnessed at 
the Waldorf and Savoy, New York. Every 
phase of American life is represented. Be- 
side the immense flow of tourists, {ft is cal- 
culated that more American financial 
schemes have been floated and that more 
London branches of American manufactur- 
ing concerns have been established than 
ever before, 

The influx of American commercial men 
is a constant source of worry to Dngeh- 
men, who are just begin to realize w.at 


American business rivalry means. Entire 
sections of streets here are now lined with 
the signs of American firms in every Jine 
of trade. 

A prominent Manohester tron man said 
to a correspondent of the Assoc.ated Press: 

“The main siguificance of this inpouring 
of manufacturing firms is that the Ameri- 
cans are not only underselling us here, but 
they are making their agencies bases from 
which they are gradually reaching out into 
every country in Europe. I know of an im- 
mense Cleveiand firm, which established 
an agent here, who for a year did not un- 
dertake an English order, wholly confining 
himself to Germany, France and Russia. 
Now the concern has more orders from 
England alone than it can supply, and the 
agent has been instructed not to book an- 
other order for six months.”’ 

The shoe trade has also been greatly agt- 
tated by the immense increase of Amerit- 
can imports to England, which have in- 
creased 4 per cent during the last Ww 
months. The American shoe seems likely 
to have a walkover here as it becomes bet- 
ter known. 

Vice-President Albert Johnson of the 
Nassau Electric Sireet Rallway of Brook- 
iyn has been investing in electrica] trac- 
tlon prospects here, and will return home 
on the Majestic. He said to a representa- 
tive of the Associated Press: 

“London is the greatest fleld In the world 
for the future development of electric sur- 
face roads.

There is no doubt Lon- 
don in a few Ae will afford an immense 
market for American electric appliances 
and raf s."’

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WON'T PAY THE TAXES, 


OPPOSED TO WEBSTER GROVES. 


They Contend They Were Never Fairly 
Incorporated Into Webster and 
No Taxes Are Due. 


The residents of Old Orchard, Tuxedo 
and Shadysige are still firm in their de- 
termination not to pay the taxes assessed 
against them by the mother town of Web- 
ster Groves, to which they were annexed— 
unjustly, so it is clajmed—a few years ago. 

As heretofore stated, there are back taxes 
amounting to $8000 due from them to the 
municipality. But not until the question

the levy decided in the Supreme Court,

On the other hand, the authorities of 
Webster Groves insist they will enforce the 
collection of all assessments levied. 

Mr. J. D. Wilson of Old Orchard explained 
the situation yesterday to the Post-Dis- 
patch: 

“We have,”’ he said, “appealed our case 
to the courts and there it rests. If the de- 
cision is against us then we bow to the 
inevitable, but under no circumstances will 
we become willing citizens of Webster 
Groves. The reason we will not is clear. 
We built our homes in Old Orchard to avoid 
excessive taxation. I moved out there from 
St. Louis in 189. The taxes for street and 
Sewer improvements, water supply and 
other things in the city I felt were a burden 
on me. In Old Orchard we have been prac- 
tically free of taxes. 

“Under the proposed municipal arrange. 
ment our taxes are per cent greater 
en they wee in St. Louis. 

“Our contention before the Supreme r 
is that Webster Groves was moves mt ag ote 
corporated as a city. The petition presented 
to the County Court in 1896, and purporting 
to represent a majority of the citizens, was 
a document that will not stand the scrutiny 
of a court of law. It has been shown that 
numerous names signed to it are entirely 
unknown fm the vicinity; that the signatures 
of dead persons, and others which have no 
right there, are attached. 

“Then, if Webster Groves was not a 
fairly incorporated municipality, it is not 
so legally, and the election subsequently 
held, at which it was voted to annex Old 
Orchard and the neighboring suburbs, js 
null and void. That is our strong point in 
the fight and upon it we hope to win. 

It has been stated that the motive back 
of the Webster Groves people, in having 
their town incorporated, !s to avoid the 
possibility of St. Louis annexing it. 

“It looks to me as though the St. Louis 
& Meramec River Ratlroad was the con- 
trolling power in the matter. If Webster 
Groves were annexed to St. Louis, then 
that company could enly charge one fare 
of 5 cents, instead of 10 cents, the prevail- 
ing rate, to points outside of the c ty lim-

“There are 750 persons living in Ol - 
chard, Seven-tenths of the I Ba ag 
their own homes, Not- a few of them 
would be obliged to sell out. if taxes were 
levied against their property. Some of 
them are too poor to make the slightest 
improvements. Despite the fact that Old 
Orchard residents are almost unanimously 
opposed to annexation, Webster Groves in- 
sisted to the contrary prior. to the election 
held for the purpose of deciding whether 
they woul take us in. 

“Webster Groves will not tmprove Old 
Orchard. When some of her cithens were 
asked the reason for their action they im- 
cage J replied: ‘We want taxes: we 
are acting within the law in levying them.’ 
There is a 20-acre strip of property near 
Old Orchard included in the proposed addi- 
tion, which would necessarily be taxed at 
so much per front foot. In that event the 
taxes would be greater than the value of 
the ground.’

SHORT CROP INFLUENCES THE 
PRICES OF STOCKS. 


MARKET HAS BECOME QUIET. 


Hcldings of American Securities 
Abroad Have Decreased $250,- 
000,000 in the Last Year. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NHBW YORK, June 17.—Lacking in the 
stimulus it received last week through the 
deciaration of the regular dividend on 
American Sugar Refining stock, the specu- 
lation in the stock market has since be- 
come quiet and rather unsettled. Perhaps 
the most important influence now engaging 
attention is the outlook for the wheat clop, 
The Government's crop report for the 


month was: published after the close of 
business on Saturday; hence its showing 
played no part in last week’s market. This 


week the agricultural outlook has attracted 
more general attention, with a naturally 
unfavorable effect as regards stock values 
, The oe, in — winter wheat yie.d 

Ss now variously estimated at from 100,- 
000,000 to 130,000, bushels, as compared 
with last year’s harvest. According to the 
lowest estimates, the winter yield yill be 
the smallest of any in over 10 years, while, 
accordirg to the most liberal, this year’s 
winter crop will be somewhat larger than 
those of 1890, 1893, 1895 and 1896, but far be- 
low the average of the other intervening 
years. 

The outlook for the spring wheat crop 
in the middle of June its, of course, prob- 
lematical. The present estimates, based 
upon the Government's figures, a somwhat 
smaller yield, say about 10,000 bushels, is 
indicated as compared with last year. 
Still last “year’s spring wheat crop was 
far the largest on record and this year’s 
yield promises to exceed any other year, 
with the exception of 1898. 

The condition of the winter wheat crop 
and the probable yield may now be deter- 
mined with a fair amount of certainty, but 
as regards the spring wheat yield there is 
room alike for betterment and for deterior- 
ation. Last year’s total wheat crop aggre- 
gaied 675,000,000 bushels. Current estimates 
of this year’s yield range from 600,000,000 to 
567,000,000. 

‘here is still much uncertainty regarding 
the Buropean crop outlook. The Frencti 
crop promises to be bountiful, while from 
current reports the harvests of the export- 
ing countries of Dastern Europe are likely 
to be unusually small. Rather singularly 
the world’s grain markets have thus far 
given but faint refiection of these condl- 
tions, though when comparisons are made 
with last year only the singular combina- 
tion of circumstances that prevailed then 
should be recalled. 

The week’s exports of gold aggregate $3,- 
000,000" making a total of $8,500,000 in this 
season's movement. 

The Treasury’s usual monthly statement 
of the country’s foreign trade was pub- 
lished on the 15th instant, and it showed 
an excess of exports of merchandise for 
the month of May of $23,704,861. This is a 
really remarkably good showing, as May 
is not ordinarily a month when exports 
run in excess of imports, but when 
last year’s showing is brought up an ex- 
cess of exports of nearly $58,000,000 appears. 
The difference—that is, the decrease in the 
excess of exports of about $36,000,000—Wwas 
about equally made up of heavier importa- 
tions of foreign goods and of decreased 
(in value) exports of our products. The 

shot of the situation in the foreign ex- 
changes is: full of interest. While this 
country seems to be losing the dominant 
position in the world’s exchanges that it 
occupied last year, the eleven completed 
months of the fiscal year still show an ex- 
cess of merchandise exports of $495,000,000. 
The greater part of this credit has beyond 
any doubt been cancelled by the return of 
American securities, formerly held in Eu- 
rope. Concomitantly with the falling away 
in this country’s excess of merchandise ex- 
ports there has come a much smaller re- 
turn from Burope of American securities, 
and indeed the movement had apparently 
culminated in the early part of the year, 
when the formation of the tremendous cop- 
per amalgamation brought about heavy 
sales of Anaconda mining stocks and other 
securities. 

In discussions of the foreign exchanges 
in several quarters the statement is often 
made that after last year’s heavy liquida- 
tion Euro is now bare of Amefican é&e- 
curities. his is, of course, incorrect. It 
can only be said that the foreign holdings 
of American securities have been reduced 
in the last fiscal year by probably $250,000,- 
000 or thereabouts. The amount still held 
abroad is im sible to determine, but it 
is beyond doubt enormous. 

There was an extremely lethargic specu- 
lation in the stock market this morning 
and the tone of the market was heavy. 
Practically all of the industrial stocks were 
under pressure, with pronounced declines 
in American Steel and Wire, Fédera] Steel, 
National Steel and Sugar Refining. Aside 
from Steel and Wire, where the dissen- 
sions in the management in regard to the 
dividend accounted for the weakness, there 
was no news explaining the pressure upon 
these stocks. 

Wheat advanced, but this circumstance 
was in respon*e to the course of the for- 
eign grain markets. 

ondon was not a factor of consequence 
in the local stock market, either in respect 
to the quotations for American stocks or 
to the dealings bere for foreign account. 
The granger shares and the other stand- 
ard issues were almost wholly neglected, 
but the dealings in advance of the bank 
statement were generally made at de- 
clines from the final prices of yesterday. 
The anthracite coal stocks were compara- 
tively firm on the bellef in impending fa- 
vorable developments in the coal trade. 

e decrease that appeared In the banks 
surplus reserves was far in excess of any 
of the preliminary estimates amounting to 
$9,319,000. Thige reduces the bank's surplus 
cash holdings to $30,000,000 and the rate of 
cash to deposits to 28.2 per cent, against 
29.4 per cent last week. ash holdings feil 
away $6,835,000, a reflection of the gold ex- 
port movement for the most part, the de- 
crease being wholly in the item of specie. 
The most striking change was in the loan 
account, which rose $15,902,000, reflecting, it 
was believed, the borrowings reported this 
week for the account of leading buil oper- 
ators in the stock market. The deposit ac- 
count reflected the changes in loans and in 
cash in an increase of $9,938,000. Although 
the decrease in surplus reserves was larger 
than had been expected, the covering of 
short contracts kept the market steady in 
the last half hour, and there were a num- 
ber of recoveries in the final dealings.

THE WEEK WAS FEATURELESS. 


Lines That Were Out Have About 
Been Recovered and a Higher 
Market May Follow. 


The grain market during the last week 
was exactly the opposite of what nine out 
of ten outsiders and many pit traders ex- 
pected it to be. To the only partially ini- 
tiated there seemed to be no logical reason 
which prices should take a big up-shoot. 
All through the week there were market- 


wise men who waited for each consecutive 
10 minutes to develop a sharp advance in 
wheat, but they waited in vain. *On the 
surface there was every reason for such 
an advance, but etill it came not. Occa- 
sional gains were quickly neutralized by 
recessions resulting from selling to realize. 
Opening prices as a ruie were strong, yet on 
almost any cay of the week money couid 
have been made by selling at the initial 
quotation. The bulls simply would not get 
together to maintain prices. 

Insiders knew the reason well, but others 
could not understand the apparently per- 
verse course of the market. The Govern- 
ment crop report, which filled men with 
wild excitement Saturday afternoon, seem- 
ed absolutely impotent after the Sabbath 
holiday. Though it told of ruined crops and 
blighted prospects, it was still without 
more , than passing effect. It was not so 
much that it wae not believed as that self- 
interest stood In the way of the fulfillment 
of its mission, Temporarily the bulls were 
not bulls. 

For an entire week before the receipt of 
the Government report they had been let- 
ting go their holdings, most of them selling 
heavily in Chicago. This was largely be- 
cause an impression prevailed that the re- 
port would be arish. In that event it 
would not be well to be caught long. 

The report came bullish, and these mis- 
taken traders ‘were compelled to let the 
market sag for want of support in order 
to get back their holdings. So the week was 
dull with almost no trading until yester- 
day when it looked as if the bulls might 
be getting in shape to take their usual po- 
sition in the market. The total gain for the 
week was lc. 

Corn was firm on crop damage news, but 
trading was at notl heavy and oats was 
the same old sluggish commodity it has 
been for many days.

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Laughing Sam Carey Is the

DBPSPERATE encounter between a 
posse of officers and a gang of 
train robbers, cattle thieves, mur- 
Gerers and others whom civiliza- 
tion hag outlawed, te dally expect- 

= ed to occur in the Hole-in-the- 
Wall, Wyoming. 

The most recent crime of the gang was 
She robbery of a Union Pacific train near 
Wilcox, Wyo., June 1, in which the ex- 
pess car was demolished with dynamite 
and the mail car wrecked in the explo- 
gion. It is estimated that the robbers se- 
cured $36,000 in money and $10,000 worth of 
diamonds from the express safe. 

A price has been set upon the heads of 
the men who committed the robbery. The 
rewards offered aggregate $300 for the 
death or capture of each man. 

Bob Taylor, under sentence death for 
the murder of the Meeks fa. |, at Carroll- 
ton, Mo., in 1896, is supposed to be a mem- 
ber of the gang. 

Taylor's brother, George, was executed 
for his participation in the Meeks crime, 
in 18%. Bob broke jail after being sen- 
denced to hang. 

The party of pursuers Includes Federal 
soldiers, Wyoming militia, cowboys and 
railroad detectives, all expert horsemen, 
crack shots and premier plainsmen general- 
ly.

other care reared and the engine was 
lurched backward by the upheaval of the 
baggage car. The robber guard dodged with 
hie prisoners and like them threw his arms 
over his head to ward off the debris that 
rained about them. The robbers who placed 
the dynamite had run to a safe distance. 
Engineer Jones was cut on the head and 
on one hand by falling wreckage. He sup- 
posed the express messenger had been 
killed, but it was discovered later that the 
meesenger escaped from the car while the 
dynamite was being placed in position. 

The dynamitards returned fo the express 
car and by the Hght of its burning rem- 
nants blew open the safe with dynamite. 
They took all of the safe’s contents, and 
then the quartette of bandits backed away 
from the trainmen into the darkness. 

The express car was demolished except 
for the running gear and part of the floor, 
All of the express packages were destroyed 
or blown away by the explosion. One end 
of the baggage car was wrecked and a 
great deal of the baggage ruined. 

Engineer Jones walked back to Wilcox 
and telegraphed the offictals of the road 
and the county authorities of the robbery. 

A posse under the Sheriff of Carbon 
County took up the trail of the bandits at 
the scene of the robbery at daylight. The 
robbers were seen by ranchmen during the 
day, riding hard in the direction of the 
Hole-in-the-Wall. 


THE HOLE-IN-THE-WALL. 


From the scene of the robbery it is about 
160 miles due west to the Hole-in-the-Wall, 
Desperate men, we!l mounted, by stealing 
fresh horses as they traveled, would ride 
that distance in 48 hours. The small posse 
of the Sreriff was compelled to give up the 
after becoming convinced that the 
robbers had entered the Hole-in-the-Wall. 
story of the flerce fighters they had met. 

The ‘“‘Hole-in-the-Wall” lies south of the 
Montana State line, west of the Big Horn 
Mountains, east of the Yellowstone Park, 
and north of the great wall of granite from 
which it takes its name. This natural bar- 
rier of stone runs and west from the 
Powder River range to the Little Big Horn 
Mountains, and it of the freaks of 
nature of which this section is full. The 
entrance to the Hole is through a narrow 
defile which can be easily ‘guarded by a 
dozen expert riflemen and an army defied. 
Over the rough wall of stone surrounding 
the place as a whole no horseman can ride. 
The Ind-ans and half-breed outcasts from 
civilization have used this place as a refuge 
when hotly chased by officers of the law 
for two generations. 

There is probably no region elsewhere 
like the Hole-in-the-Wall. It is as an 
and of outlawry in a sea of civilization and 
order. Within the United States and the 
State of Wyoming, there law there. 
Ne.ther the State nor Federal statutes are 
r spected or obeyed, Such honor as obtains 
among them, and the knowledge tha 
“in union there ts strength,’’ form the cod: 
there and the code is enforced only by 
firearms, 

No tax collector enters the Hole: no elec- 
tions are heid there. There are no churches 
schools within the granite 
walls, and still it is a fertile bit of country 
as extensive as a good sized county, with 
timbered and mossy dales, broad 
Meadows and running streams. 

The Hole is peopled by men whom head- 
hunters of the Northwest would shoot on 
sight—and a few women who train w.th 
outlaws. It ia estimated that there are be- 
tween 60 and W inhabitants in the Hole. 
There is a strong affinity among them. It 
is the law of self-preservation. The hand 
of the world is against them, and they are 
banded together to protect themselves 
against the world. When an officer enters 
the hiole-in-the-Wall all its denizens are 
in equa! anger, and all res.st an attempt 
to take any one of their number unless that 
man hes lost cast 
same honor among thieves bids them turn 
against him and deliver him up as a eacri- 
fice to the law. 

Men have been taken out of the Hole-in- 
the-Wali this way, but by no other means.

Three months passed and the Arizona 
people began to hope and then to think 
that the Black Jake band had decided to 
remain permanently in the Republic of 
Mexico. Late one night, In January, 1897, 
when the air was a little chilly In the sem!- 
tropic regions, five men in masks walked 
in upon a faro game in Deming, N. M. 
While four of the masked men covered the 
eleven gamblers and kept their hands away 
above their heads, the tallest of the masked 
men gave his attention to the cashier of the 
layout. That official reached for his pistol, 
but he was too slow. He was shot in the 
face and he dropped forward on the green 
table. The robbers were gone in a twink- 
ling.

Pearl Hart. 4+, 


All of the border towns in Arizona are 
talk'ng of Pearl Hart, the woman highway- 
man who helped hold up the stage between 
Globe and Florence on Monday, May 2. 
She and her companion, Joe Boot, were cap- 
tured a few days later by Sheriff Truman 
and taken to Florence. 

According to the stories told by the people 
of Riverside—a stage stution namlet with a 
population of 60 gossiping souls—this newest 
woman bandit is young and pretty and de- 
voted to the man presumed to be her hus- 
band. When in Riverside the cuuple were 
ev‘dently hard up. Pearl Hart planned the 
robbery and shamed her companion when 
he demurred. 

“It's easy,"’ she said. ‘All you'll have to 
do will be to hold your gun out ptra: ‘geht and 
keep quiet. I'll do the rest.’ 

The stage was lumbering along through 
the hill ‘Ss when two persons attired in moun- 
tain dress suddenly Appeared from behind a 
clump -of bushes.- With revolvers cocked 
and held W,th steady aim they gave the old- 
time > frontier Order to “Stand and semnkaedl 
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‘ The @stance from Globe to Wiorente is 65 
miles over a country imhabited by an occa- 
sional prospector, hunter or band of roving; 
cowboye riding the range. Midway between 
the twe ‘»places'on the banks of the Gila 
River lies Riverside. .Between Riverside 
and Globe the country is so rough as to be 
impassable, except on the stage road. Tall, 
craggy peaks rap‘dly give place to narrow, 
winding canyons. It was in this lonely 
country, mearer to Riverside. than Globe, 
the robbery occurred. 

Stage robberies in this region have not 
been frequent of late years, and the com- 
mand came with startiing effect on the 
driver and three passengers. 

The situation was not real'zed, though 
two passengers had loaded six-shooters, un- 
t!l they were safely covered by the weap- 
ons, and commanded to Mne up for inspec- 
tion. 

The driver had nothing to lose. One pas- 
senger, O. J. Neill, who is we!] known in the 
territory, was relieved of $390, a six-shooter 
and a gold watch and chain. About $60 was 
taken from the other two passengers, be- 
sides a revolver. 

One of the robbers, the passengers deter- 
mined at once, was a woman dressed in 
male attire. There have been female high- 
Waymen before, but never a woman stood 
forth more sublimely self-+poised in such a 
dramatic seene. Her conduct would have 
done credit to the ceed of Black Bart 
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or any hero of the tales related in the bor- 
der histories, 

The stage with its passengers continued 
the journey to Florence, where Sheriff Tru- 
man was informed. He joined Neill at Kt 
verside and the Little posse took.

He secured for the museum 
the valuable collection ef Prof. A. H. Ward 
of Rochester, New York and Chicago, Mr, 
Preusser was always an ardent lover of 
bie native tongue and served as treasurer 
of the National German-American Teach- 
ers’ Association. 

No citizen of Milwaulee was better 
known than Mr, Preusec.. Twenty-five 
years ago he crossed the opean to revisit 
rhe Fatherland. He embarked at New Yor 
in an English and lanced at Liverpee 
Watie at the itngiieh seaport he b 


came shdiibedhch veielit hides deat deteaaes with some bird fanciers 
and discussed the merits of the feathered 
tribes that thrive here. He was told that 
the English sparrow was the most useftl 
of all the birds in the country, that it act- 
ed in the capacity of a scavenger and was 
a decided advantage in large cities, con- 
suming the dirt and kiling off dangerous 
microbes. .Mr. Preusser was so interested 
In the story that he made further investi- 
gations and finally ordered thirty couples 
of sparrows to be caught and détained for 
him, he stipulating that he would bring 
them to the United States after he had 
spent several months tn Gérmany. 

When he returned to Liverpool, he hunt- 
ed up the naturalist to see if he could get 
his sparrows. The dealer had secured the 
thirty pairs and they were housed in a 
large cage. Mr, Preusser was much enam- 
ored with his birds and he made arrange- 
ments with the naturalist for the further 
purchase of some English thrushes and a 
number of partridges. He brought his ag- 
gregation of birds to Milwaukee, but the 
thrushes soon died and the partridges mul- 
tiplied very slowly. The sparrows, on the 
other hand, were turned out into the fleids 
and in the course of a year the hardy Eng- 
lish bird had crowded out almost all the 
Other birds that were native to the soil. 
The immense number of sparrows that Were 
bred in the northwest gave rise to much 
discussion in the newspapers at the time 
and the wealthy Milwaukee jewéler was 
severely criticised for having imported 
what was considered a destructive bird. 
For many years Mr. Preusser advocated 
and defended the much-abused sparrow in 


the papers; he always believed with the 
English people that they were good scav- 
engers. 
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BMBBERS of the Chetimaches tribe 
of Indians in Louisiana have en- 
tered suit In the United States Cir- 

cuit Court at New Orleans to recover pos- 
session of lands which they held through 


grants dating from colonial times, ahd part 
of. which, they aver, have been unjustly 
taken away from them. 

The Chetimaches reside on Bayou Teche, 
near Charenton, in St. Mary Parish, They 
are the same tribe described by Du Pratz 
and by Martin as being expert weavers of 
baskets from reed cane, and _ using 
natural dyes from the woods, They still 
pursue this. occupation, but there~- are 
very few makers of baskets now, owing to 
the gradual extinction of the race, and the 
laok of inherent taste and aptitude for the 
work on the part of the half-breeds. 


The original land grants to the Indians 
were of large extent. In the early times, 
however, some of the Indians parted with 
their lands for trifling considerations, and 
the present suit in the United States Cir- 
cult Court is for the recovery of some of 


those lands which were deeded by thse 
French government in 1767, recogniged by 
the Spahish government in 1777, and con- 
firmed by the United States government in 
1808, when Louisiana was ceded to this 
country. ‘Phe United States cut down the 
amount of land to one league square, 
instead of allowing six miles square, which 
i= Indians claimed. In the lands which 


the government decided should not be in- 
cluded in the fecognized grant there were 
1383 arpente acquired by Mr. Pellerin, now 
owned and cultivated by Mr. Oxnard, and 
1435 arpents purchased by Hyacinthe Bern- 
ard, and now in the possesion of Mr. Ox- 
nard. The Indians now want their grants 
fully recognized, and the sales made by 
their ancestors set aside. They hold that 
the sales were not valid, because no alilot- 
ments were made, and, moreover, the 
lands in question belonged to the nation 
and not to individuals. Sales should have 
been made under authority of a special act 
of Congrese, The Chetimaches long since 
desired to assert their Nights through the 
courts, but owing to the want ofa leading 
spirit they failed to act, until five years 
ago G. A, Demarest took their cause in 
hand. He securefl the services of Albert 
Voorhies as attorney, and a sult was filed 
in the United States Circuit Court Judge 
Taylor Beattie represents the defendants, 
and Walter D. Denegre is of ocounse)] for 
the Citizens’ Bank, in warranty, 

The case will come up on its merits dur- 
ing the October term, all preliminary pleas 
having been disposed of.

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CHETIMACHES INDIANS OF LOUISIANA SUE THE 
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They Want to Recover Lands to Which the Govern- 


ment Claims Title Because of Ancient Treaties. 


It is time that we should be permitted to 
enjoy the benefit of our inheritance. The 
lands will revert to the United States when 
our race will be extinct, just as the Hou- 
mas grant in Ascension Parish, which has 
recently been acquired by the United 
States. The remnant of the Chetimaches, 
who have always lived in peaee with the 
white men, and who have been given 
grants of land for having helped the 
original settlers In their wars with hostile 
tribes, live in hope that they will not be 
left, as there is no more deer and only a 
limited «pace for hunting and fishing. We 
have learned to live with the white man; 
we have given up fishing for ‘palourdes’ 
(shellfish), and we have ceased bullding 
those shell ‘mounds on _ the borders of the 
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lake; and so we shoukd have more land t@ 
cultivate.” 

Chief Paul furnished the pictures of his 
daughter, Pauline, 18 years old; of Chrise 
tine Paul, his son's wife, and of Clara 
Dardin, the oldest woman in the tribe, and 
of Manuel Vulcin. 

The baskets mate by the CRetimaches are 
very pretty, ranging in size from large 
baskets for ordinary domestic use, to small 
fancy ones, to be used In the sewing 
room, or to ornament the bric-a-brae table, 
They are strongly woven atid so close are 
the plats that some of the baskets can 
hold water, The Indians dye their wor’ 
with red, green, brown, yellow, blue and buf 
colors, extracted from roots, barks and 
leaves of trees in their native forests.

Horses and cows are affected alike, The 
head falls low, the body trembles, the 
breath comes with difficulty and the heart 
beats tumultously.

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B® “Ginner taster’ te the latest ex- 
ample of the highest type of London 
refinement. The London palate is the

idea of a certain class of people whose 
pleasure in life depends upon the enjoy- 
ment of the senses. 

The “dinner taster’’ makes it her busi- 
mess to visit the fine houses and taste the 
dishes intended for dinner.

In the East End of London a lucrative 
trade is followed by some score or so of 
women.

a cye'orte cloud has really the shape of an 
hour gases, only it Is not often vis'bie. 

Whirlwinds may be formed by fires heat- 
ing the earth's surface—notably by forest 
fires. They have been formed by active 
voleanoes. On the sea they are water- 
spouts. 

The ematier dust wh'ris occur every- 
where in the world, but Prof. Shaler limits 
tornadoes to certa'n limited regions of the 
earth's surface. One of these districts is 
the Mississippi Valley—particularly its cen- 
tral and western parts. From Western 
Ohio to Colorado he considers the extremely 
dangerous part, and May, June and July 
are the months when they may be expect- 
ed, though they have been observed every 
month in the year. They are commonest 
in the afternoon. They are formed in cer- 
tain definite ways, which are slightly dif- 
ferent from the mthods whereby the usual 
dust whirls are brought about. 

The ordinary dust storm is formed by the 
locally heated ain of some spot issuing 
and forming the suction described. This 
may develop a tornado, but it does not 
usually do so. But when a cyclone passes 
over the country ‘t leaves bodies of heated 
moist air blanketed by @ cool stratum. 
This is brought about by peculiarly com- 
plicated movements too intricate to de- 
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Hot Water Goes Down a Sink-Spout. 


During the period from 179% down to the 
present time the most disastrous cyclone 
was that at St. Lou's on May 27, 1894. The 
precise number of persons killed has never 
heen known, but the dead were severa! hun- 
dred and the injured many more.

CHAPTER I. 


HE Federal anti-trust act, which was 

T entitled: ‘An act to protect trade and 

commerce against unlawful restraints 

and monopolies,” was approved July 2, 1880, 

and has been upheld by three dec.sions of 

the Supreme Court. The first three sec- 
tions of the law follow: 


“Re it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the United States of 
America, in Oongress assembled: 

Sectian 1. Every contract, combination in 
the form of trust of otherwise, or conspiracy 
in restraint of trade of commerce among 
the several States or with foreign nations, 
is hereby declared to be illegal. Every 


to be manufactured, mined, produced or 
sold in this State, such corporation. part- 
nership or individual or other assoc ation 
of persons. shall be deemed and adjudged 
guilty of a conspiracy to defraud and be 
subject to indictment and punishment as 


provided: Provided, however, that in the 
mining, manufacture or production of ar- 
ticles of merchandise, the cost of wh:ch is 
ma‘nly made up of wages, it shall not be 
unlawful for persons, firms or corporations 
doing business in this State to enter into 
joint arrangements of any sort, the prin- 
cipal object or effect of which is to main- 
tain or increase wages. 

The second section provides that it shall 
be unlawful for any corporation to issue or 
Own trust cert.ficates. 

Indiana.—The anti-trust act of Indiana 


was approved March 5, 1897. and is entitled: | 


An act to declare unlawful and void all

Florida Anti-Trust Legisiation.—The anti- 
trust statute of Plorida ts entitled: “An act

Kansas Law.—This act was approved 
March 8, 1897, and defines a irust as a com- 
bination of cap.tal, of sklil or acts, by two 
or more persons, or either two or more of 
them, for either, any or all of the following 
purposes: First, to create or carry out-re- 
strictions in trade or commerce or pursuit 
of business; second, to increase or reduce 
the price of merchandise, produce or com- 
modities, or to control the cost of rate or 
insurance; third, to prevent cumpetition in 
the manufacture, transportation, sale or 
purchase of merchand.se, produce or cum- 
modities; fourth, to Ux any Standard or fig- 
ure whereby its price to the public shall 
be In any manner controled or established, 
any article or commmoud.ty of merchnand se, 
produce or commerce; fifth, tO make or exe- 
cute or carry out, any contraci, obi.gation 
Or agreement of any kind, by wDich they 
shall bind or have to bind, themselves not 
to sell, manufacture, d.spose of OF trang- 
pom any artic.e of trade, use, merchand.se, 
commerce or consumption, below a com- 
mon standard or figure, or any agreement 
by which the price of such article shal! be 
maintained or cost of transportation fixed, 
or any poo! or combine to affect any inter- 
est persons may have in connection with 
the manufacture, sale or transportation of 
any article or commodity. 

Kentucky Law.—The Kentucky act was 
passed May +0, 1880, and, In general, pro- 
hibi.s any combination or agreemerut amoung 
individuals or partnersh.pe or corporations 
for the purpose of regulating, controlilug 
or fixing the price of merchandise or ar- 
ticles of trade or commerce. 

Louisiana Law.—The Louisiana act was 
passed in i188, and provides, in general 
terms, that it shal! be unlawful for any ome 
to create or carry Out restrictions in trade, 
or limit or reduce the production of any 
articies or con.modities, or fx any standard 
or figure wherevy the price of articles shall

The amendment of 1897 repeals sections 1. 
S&, 6 7. 9 and 10 of the law of 1891 and 
enacts 13 sections in Neu thereof. The first 
of these defines prohibitive agreementa and 
excepts agreements entered into by fire 
insurance companies. The second section 
declar s that persons, associations er cor- 
porations entering into such agreements 
shal be guilty of corespiracy to defraud. 
The third -ectior poh bits trust certificates. 
The fourth section provides a penalty of 
not more than $500 not less than $100 a day 
for violation of the act; the fifth section 
nullifies all contracts in violat'on of the 
act; the sixth eection provides that debts 
contracted with parties to a trust shall be 
non-collectihle by iaw. The seventh sec- 
tion provides for forfeiture of corporate 
rights and franchises; the elghth section 
mak s it unlawful for any corporation 
whose rights and franchises have heen for- 
felted. and thelr assigns to do business in 
this State; the ninth section provides a 
form of affidavit to be made by officers of 
corporations, that they are not parties to 
a trust: the tenth section provides that 
the secretary shall demand such affidavits 
when he thinks best; section «leven makes 
it the duty of the Attorney-General and 
prosecuting attorneys to enforce the act. 

These acts were re-enforced at the last 
session of the Legislature by the enact- 
ment of severai anti-trust laws. Among 
the most important of these was the one 
known the “‘Whaley law.” It vests in 
the Circuit Courts authority to restrain by 
injunction the formation and operation of 
trusts, 7 

Another bill passed by the last General 
Assembly of importance in the way of an- 
ti-trust legislation was an act amending 
the law relating to the incorporation of 
business companies, which provides, in sub- 
stance, that all foreign corporations doing 
business in thia State must obtain a lIi- 
cense and pay therefor a fee of $10 before 
they can conduct their business in this 
State, and that they cannot obtain a license 
unless they can Incorporate in this State. 

Another provision of our law ig that no 
business corporation for more than $10,00,- 
000 can be incorporated under the law of 
Missouri. This act also provides that any 
foreign corporation not having a loense 
may be proceeded against by the Attor- 
ney-General at once under the anti-trust 
law of the State, and restrained from do- 
ing business, This act was aimed partic- 
ularly at the New Jersey brood of trusta 
that are Incorporated for from $20,000,000 to 
$100,000,000, and no doubt will prove very 
effective against such combinations as the 
Sugar Trust, the Wire Nail Trust, the To- 
bacco Trust, the White Lead Trust and 
many others. 


Another important plece of anti-trust 
legislation was the enactment of a stat- 
ute that provides that where a prosecution 
under the anti-trust law is commenced by 
the Attorney-General that the officials or 
the trust might be subpeinaed or notified to 
appeur at some place in this State by 
serving notice upon any agent, officer or 
attorney of record In the case of the trust, 
and if the official or attorney fails to ap- 
pear and testify at the time and piace 
designated in this tate, then, upon motion 
of the Altorney-General, the answer, de- 
murrer or Other pieading of the trust 
shouid be stricken [trom the files of the 
court and juugment rendered in favor of 
the Biate. This wilil assist in securing 
the testimeny agaist these combines, 
which has been the principal source of 
troubie in the past. 

Montana.—Th.s legislation was enacted in 
18% and provides generally that it is un- 
lawful for any individual or corporation to 
combine for the purpose of fie. & the price 
or regulating the production of any article 
of commerce, or prevent compet.tion in 
me:ichandise or commodities, or to create a 
Monopoiy in the same. 

Nebraska.—Legis.ation of Nebraska on 
this subject coussts of the statute of 1897, 
which statute repeals a previous statute 
on the question. It provides that a trust 
is @ combinavion of caplial, skill or acts 
by any person or persons to fx the price 
of any articie or commod.ty-or trade, use 
the same articles of use or merchandise; 
or a combination of capital, skill or acts by 
two or ma persons, 

New Mexzico.—This act was approved in 
1891 and by it every combination or agree- 
ment which shall operate to restrict trade 
or merchandise, with the intent to prevent 
others from conduct.ng or carrying on the 
same business, or selling or traificing In 
or commerce or control the price of any 
article of manufacture or product of the 
soll or mine, is declared to be illegal, and 
every one who shail make any such contract 
or engage in any such combination shall 
be deemed gullty of a misdemeanor, aad 
on conviction, punished by a fine of not 
leas than $100, of by imprisonment at hard 
a not exceeding one year, or unt.l such

New York.—This act was passed May 7,

“If every man could have his own phy- 
sician, who would prescribe for him and 
watch over him, he might find much bene- 
fit in the daily consumption of alcohol, 
which is undoubtedly a stimulant if taken 
in proper quantities. But to. fix an arbi- 
trary amount for all persons is impossible. 
To understand the experiments of Prof. 
Atwater fully and to give it its proper 
value, one should have a full history of 
the man, even back to his progenitors, 
enowing his hereditary tendency to drink, 
his habits and his desires. I cannot ex- 
press an authoritive opinion on the case, 
as 1 have not these facts. 

“Alcohol in certain quantities stimulates 
the nerves and the heart, also the respira- 
tory organs. In oiher quantities it deadens 
them. These quantities differ with differ- 
ent men. No general rule will apply. To 
sive a man who drinks two and one-half 
ounces of alcohol would mean nothing; to 


a non-drinker, very much. If taken regu- 
larly, the dose must be increased, as it 
loses its value as a stimulant unless £0 
used.”

THE DUN-DUN BULLET CONDEMNED 
BY THE CZAR'S PEACE CONFERENCE 


Although an English Invention, and Used‘by Her Majesty’s Arey, 


the Principle of It ls Considered Out of Keeping With 
the Rules of Civilized Wartare. 


HE dum-dum bullet, condemned by the 
T Hague Peace Conference, !s an Eng- 
lish invention. It sprang into exist- 
ence from the practice of English soldiers 
in the numerous campaigns in Northern 
India of stripping off a port‘'on of the steel 
envelop on the small calibered balls used in 
the new Lee-Metford rifle, and in this way 
exposing the soft metal core. The British 
soldiers found in the Chitral campaign of 
189%—the really first active service in «which 
a chance had been afforded to use the small 
caliber gun—that the small. balls would not 
always stop the savage hillsmen when they 
were charging close home. One ‘of these 
savages might be shot through and through 
and yet manage to struggle on, and even 
continue to be a’ dangerous foe. 

The Confederate cavalry man, Gen. For- 
rest, was accustoméd to say that “War 
means fight, and fight means to kill!’ 

This apparently is the way the British 


THE DUM-DUM BULLET. 
soldiers in India regarded their Chitral pro- 
blem. They stripped off the covering of 
the Lee-Metford ball for a distance of one- 
sixteenth of an inch. The metal composing 
the envelop is a very soft steel. In order to 
not wear away the gun-rifling this envelope 
contains an alloy of steel, copper, nickel 


and tin. The core of the ball is lead. 

The British soldiers found by converting 
their jackknives into saws that they could 
cut off the head of the bullet, and after ex- 
posing the point it was only necessary to. 
make one or two longitudinal tncisions, and 
the sold'er found himself-in possession of 
one of the most terrible man-killing pro- 
Jectiles ever discharged from a gun. A say- 
age struck by one of these sawed-off bullets 
was literally torn to pleces. It is stated by 
officers who witnessed the effects of some 
of the shots that the holes made generally 
measured from four to five inches in diam- 
eter. 

The ball would penetrate into the body to 
a depth of about six inches, and when found 
the appearance of the bullet was that of a 


mushroom. Because the soft core of the 
ball had been exposed the bullet, on etrik- 
ing, would open out, and, poug hing tt its Pr 
inward, would tear and mangle 
frightfully.

A a@aimple cure for corns (only try pre- 
vention first by wearing shoes that fit per- 
fectly) is to bind a freshly gathered, shiny 
ivy leaf round the afficted toe. In 12 hours 
the corn will be softened and able to be 
removed easily and painlessly. 

Enlarged toe joints are almost impossi- 
ble to cure, but to relieve the pain put a 
bread poultice on each night till it is 
easier, and in the day wrap a bandage 
round that has been soaked in cold water 
with a few drops of tincture of arnica. 
When the pain ts gone, paint the joint 
twice a day with iodine. 

The nails of the toes must oe always 


carefully tended and cut strai across 
(not rounded) twice a week. e nom a 
nail to grow too long and get pressed into 
the flesh will cause pain and trouble that 
may take weeks to overcome.

‘hundred times in a minute, and when we 
remember that it only has to out 
of an inch it is quickly seen how easy

by the air amounts to about 4 pounds, If 
you have no cold and want to know how 
it feels, just lie on your side and introduce 
a four-pound red into your ear, so that it 
may rest on the drum. This experiment 
would be very dangerous and unpleasant, 
but it would also be convincing. 

If the cold is cured quickly, not much 
harm results, for the eardrum resumes its 
natural position and goes on doing its 
work all right. But, if the cold continues, 
the drum, forced inward, pushes back the 
chain of smaj}l bones which act as con- 
ductors to the nerves and brain. These, 
kept out of their true position for a length 
of time. finally solidify, and‘when the cold 
is cured, and the drum gets back to ite 
right place, the little bones, almost as im- 
portant to the hearing as the drum itself, 
have found a new position fur themselves 
and refuSe to return. Then comes deaf- 
ness. 

An illustration of the way a cold disables 
the drum may be found in the diaphagm 
of a telephone. Everybody is familiar with 
the little black button at which they talk 
when using a telephone. When this ie 
pushed back by the finger sounds are con- 
veyed over the wire in a confused, indis- 
tinct manner. If this button Is kept pushed 
back for a length of time the telephone 
gets out of order and refuses to work. It 
is the same way with the human ear. 

Do you know that it is dangerous to go 

about with a pocket full of money? 
a thief may rob you, but 
because coins are a resting plage for 
disease germs. The more gold you carry 
the greater the danger, and that Is because 
micro-organism live longer on gold than 
they do on silver or copper. 

Experiments have found that the bacilll 
of diphtheria are particularly fond of at- 
taching themselves to eagles and half 
eagles, while they have almost a contempt 
for dollars and nickels and dimes. And 60 
the penniless man has at least one Treason 
to congratulate himself.

ed at various bacteriological laboratories, 
and the result has been the discovery that 
metal money is especially liable to be con- 
taminated by saliva, pathological secre- 
tions, dust and the morbid germs that may 
be found on dirty fingers or in dirty 


pockets. 

Evidence of this danger cannot be easily 
obtained, however, by placing coins in cul- 
ture broth. But by passing a piece of ster- 
ilized cotton Wool the size of a pea over the 


coin to be examined, the bacillus may be 
coaxed from his lair. He clings to the cot- 
ton, and when this is placed in culture 
broth he multiplies very rapidly. The prod- 
uct is then sown in gelatine plaques to iso- 
late the bacteria. The number of bacterta 
found on the surface of coins varies consid- 
erably—on silver and gold.from #6 to 3500, 
and on copper a still larger number. 

To show the harmful results that may 
occur from this, doses of from one to five 
cuble centimeters are tnoculated into the 
blood or under the skin of rabbits and 
guinea pigs. In one case out of W death 
results. 


In a series of experiments by a French 
physician, death was sometimes very rapid, 
with symptoms of acute septicaemia. In 
one case tuberculosis was communicated to 
a rabbit by a plece of wool which had been 
passed over a 10-centime copper coin. 

The germs do not find the metal money 
particularly” favorable hiding places. , An- 
other serics of experiments demonstrated 
that though coins are often contaminated 
they possess in themselves antiseptic qual- 


‘ tties which greatly reduce the risk. 


If pathological germs are placed on coins 
they do not live long. The time varies ac- 
cording to temperature and the nature of 
the metal. In a cold temperature germs of 
typhold fever and the Friediander bac!llus 
are killed in 18 hours, if placed on a sterl- 
lized copper or silver coin. At a tempera- 
ture of the peecket, about 36 degrees centi- 
grade, the bacilli of typhoid fever, of blue 
pus, and of diphtheria, are destroyed in 
less than six hours. Bacilli of diphtheria 
are the most tenacious, and if kept cold 
will live three days on silver and six days 
on bronze. On gold, which is less anti- 
septic, they will live very much longer, 

Specialists say that a great many people 
suffering with facial paralysis are coming 
to them for treatment.

When any Olsorder of this kind seema to 
be !ncreasing the doctors at once look for 
its cause. In this case they have traced the 
evil to the steaming bot towels of the bar- 
bers.

These bulbs are governed by a man ata 
switchboard out of view of the audience, 
and he is a very busy individual during the 
two hours that the average game runs. He 
receives a report of every play made from 
a telegraph operator sitting near him, and 
while Tebeau's men are at bat, say in the 
Boston, the little men representing them 
are at bat at the Columbia, the plays being 
practically simulteneous. In addition to 
making the plays just as made far away, 
the switchboard operator, by a system of 
fiashlight signals, indicates to what are 
known as the “truck boys’ underneath the 
big ball field just how and where they are 
to run the figures. 


These wooden base runners are fastened 
to a long iron rod which runs underneath 
the faise stage to a four-wheeled, rubber- 
tired truck which runs on a miniature 
track A system of electric flashlight in- 
structions enables the boys to know just 
what to do with the batters and the base 
runners.

It does not take a baseball crowd two 
minutes to solve every play shown by this 
machine, It is In fact easier to follow the 
ball and call the plays than at an actual

On either side of the stage there is a 
large board with the names of the players 
of each team in big white letters. Oppo- 
site each player's name is an electric light 
bulb, one team being designated by a white 
light and the other by a red light. When 
a batter comes to the plate the bulb oppo- 
site his name lights, going out at his re- 
tirement, or when he becomes a base run- 
ner. In front of the stage and just behind 
the catcher is what is called the “Indica- 
tor.” It registers balls, strikes, runs and 
outs This indicator is also manipulated by 
the operator at the big ewiltchboard.

At Havliin’s Manager “mMily Garen” has 
another kind of machine. He also has an 
Imitation baseball] fleld with blackboards 
and announcement cards, but the figures do 
not run and the whereabouts of the ball 
cannot be ascertained by the eye. The p'ay- 
ers are small figures in uniforms As the 
report of every play comes in by wire it 
is announced and the figures are moved ac- 
cordirgly. For instance, if Stenzel is at the 
bat and makes a hit he disappears, then 
shows up again at first base, and another 
batter takes his place at the bat. The 
method of operating is simple. There is a 
false floor to the stage. In this floor there 
are holes corresponding with the various 
positions of the players.

HE Nicaraguan Canal scheme has 
j? been bobbing up and down for more 
than 75 years. Nearly every Congress 
in that time has had something to say about 
the matter. In the early days of the 19th 
century Alexander von Humboldt, the great 
German traveler and scientist, called at- 
tention to the feasibility of constructing a 
eatial across Nicaragua 

In 1825 the Congress of the so-called 
(Tnited States of Central America decreed 
the digging of an Interoceanic canal 
through Nicaragua. 

In 1826 Hemry Clay, then Secretary of 
State, ordered an examination of the route. 

In 188 the Senate of the United States 
P passed a resolution in favor of the canal, 
and a Mr. Biddle was deputed by President 
Jackson to explore the route, 

In 1839 J. Ly. Stephens executed a confi- 
dental mission for the United States Gov- 
ernment in the canal’s behalf. 

In 1848 the Nicaraguan Government, act- 
ing with the approval of the: United State;, 
signed a contract with a firm for the con- 
@truction of the canal The concession 
lapsed.

Seventy-Five Years the 
Project Has Been Discussed in Congress. 


In 1849 Cornelius Vanderbilt got a conces- 
sion from Nicaragua for an overland route, 
hauling his passengers, who were attracted 
to California by the gold excitement, by 
coach and by boat. 

Ie 1850 the Clayton-Bulwer treaty between 
Great Britain and the United States was 
signed, guaranteeing the neutrality of all 
waterways across Nicaragua, 


In 1851 Mr. Vanderbilt organized the Amer- 
lean Atlantic and Pacific Canal Company, 
intrusting the survey of a route from 
Brito to San Juan del Norte via Lake Nica- 
ragua to Col, O. W. Childs of Philadelphia, 
who laid the foundations for all subsequent 
surveys. 


In 1866-67 Rear Admiral C. H. Davis, U. 
8S. N., reported to the United States Gov- 
ernment on the Childs survey. He advised 
against the canal. 

In 1869 the Vanderbilt monopoly, whioh 
had proved so valuable, came to an end by 
reason of the opening of the Panasna Ra:l- 
way. 

In 1872 an expedition was sent out by the 
United States Government to report on the 
general scheme of an [Isthmus canal,

‘BELIEVE IN

Hundreds of Prominent Men Re- 
fute the Statement That 
America Is Skeptical. 


~—the President, members of hig Cab- 

{net, of the Supreme Court, of the 
Tnited States Senate, army and navy of- 
ficers and Governors of the various Btates, 
believe in Jesus Christ and in the civilizing 
power of Christianity. The Christian Her- 
ald, edited by Rev. T. De Witt Talmage, 
recently made an investigation to offset a 
Published statement ‘‘that tho United States 
is not only not a Christian nation, but that, 
if the truth were permitted to become 
known, it would be seen that a very large 
proportion of the leading men of the na- 
tion shared the opinions of avowed skeptics, 
atheists and agnostics.”’ 

The paper mailed to scores of public 
men a statement of the case, followed by 
these three questions: 

I, Are you a friend of Christianity? 

Ii. Do you believe that Obristianity i 
the friend of mankind? 

il. Does your belief extend te the 
recognition of a Supreme Being, to the 
Divinity of Christ, to the surpassing po 
tency of OCbristianity as a civijizing in 
fluence? : 

The Christian Herald says: “That the 
United States Cabinet—that body of distin- 
guished men who are ihe President's ad- 
vVisers in all that relates to the nation’s 
welfare—are Christian is forever set at rest 
by the willing and cordial assurances given 
in answer to the inquiries on thts pomt.” 

Here are some of the answers: 

President McKinley: My bellef embraces 
the divinity of Christ and a recognition of

Carvel” is typographically a most attrac- 
tive piece of bookmaking in all the exter- 
nals, and upon close acquaintance with its 
contenta one ceases to wonder at the ex- 
hausted two editions; the author of “The 
Celebrity’? has plumed to higher flights and 
demonstrated fully in “Richard Carvel’ 
the strength and soaring powers of the 
wing of his genius.

ill In his “Afterword’’ when he very freeiy 
leads us to understand that “Richard Car- 
vel’ aims only to be an annal of the brave 
and courtly men and the ladies, “‘by nature 
as well as birth,’’ who were part and par- 
cel of “‘that free end hospitable life’’ which 
makes the colonial records of Maryland in- 
tensely fascinating even up to the present 
day. Very cleverly the author parries-: one 
probable result of his work; he anticipates 
the ancestor-fiend, who discovers forbears 
in every colonial story, and candidly ac- 
knowledges that he has seiected names at 
random without regard to their historical 
status and therefore “‘makes most humble 
apologies to many who have or think they 
have an ancestor” in hia book. 


To turn back again to Mr. Churchill's 
“Foreword’’—this purports to be a brief 
statement by way of preface from one 
Daniel Clapsaddlé Carvel, who thus in- 
troduces the memoirs of his grandfather, 
Richard Carvel, which he claims only to 
edit and that as little as possible. Through 
somewhat over 500 pages the reader then 
follows young Richard Carvel in his life 
of adventure, and so charming a leader 
does he prove that one can affirm that

oftentimes a hundred pages of the ad- 
ventures of other heroes have seemed a 
longer journey. 


Mr. Churchill has caught the very atmos- 
phere of quaintness and ceremony that 
hangs about the record of aristocratic life 
in those days when our great grandfathers 
were, or were supposed to be, most loyal 
subjects to His Majesty, the King, and not 
once does he jar upon the.artistic sense of 
the reader by lapsing into any incongruity. 
Unlike Robert Barr in his story of the 
age of Nero, who makes a Roman matron 
talk glibly of “‘push’’ in its nineteenth cen- 
tury adaptation, Mr. Churchill holds to the 
English of the times he depicts and com- 
mits no solecisms, thus carrying one along 
in perfect accord with his scenes and char- 
acters. He gives us enough of the politics 
of the province of Maryiand to furnish 
a clear comprehension of the state of 
things between the mother country and the 
colonies in that troublous time when “tea’’ 
meant more than ‘“‘a Chinese herb” or a 
fashionable drink, and when to mention a 
tax was equivalent to flaunting the legend- 
ary red flag in the eyes of a bull.

found to contain 13 per cent of myopes,

ninety-siz public school scholars ef Min- 
neapolis, whose eyes were tested under 
the direction of Dr. Frank Allport during 
the spring of 1897, ylelded 83 per cent with 
defective sight, exclusive of those already 
wearing eatisfactory glasses. Over 17 per 
cont complained of weakened vision after 
| etudy. 

The sochool-room affords examples ef « 
variety of other diseases that do not call 
for statistical enumeration. Some, tike 
babitual headaches, neuralgia, chorea, 
epilepsy, espinal curvatures, cervical adeni- 
tie, digestive disorders, anaemia and de 
tility, are relatively frequent, and un- 
doubtedly affect the mental capacity ang 
development of a child. * * * 

There are a number of reasons why the 
respiratory organs are so frequently found 
affected in the school-room. Their eus- 
ceptibility during ohildhood, unhealthy 
homes, insufficient of inappropriate cloth- 
ing, perental neglect, lack of suitable 
exercise, fauty methods of cleaning, heat- 
ing and ventilating school buildings have 
varying shares in the causation. While 
sanitary supervision alone could nop 
eliminate nll of these influences, it cere 
fainly would Indirectly leseen several. Re- 
peated or continued attacks on the integrt- 
ty and resistance of the air passages 
eught not to go unheeded. Besides im- 
mediate evils, they entall future dangers; 
notably, the creation or increase of dispe- 
eition to contract tuberculosis. 

Bnuiarged tonsils, so common in children, 
are now known to be ports of entry for 
pathogenic germs; among others, for those 
producing peritonsiliar abscess (quinsy) 
and diphtheria. This source of danger its 
eften not removed, «imply because not 
knewn to exist. Adenoid or tonsiilar hyper~ 


trophy and nasal obstructions have their 
pedagugic as well as their hygienic aa 
pects. Inability to pronounce distinctly or 
to intonate with purity and force can fre- 
quentiy be ascribed to some such local 
eause which might be remedied.

A Painless Method Suggested by Dr. 
Richards in Response to a Query 
by Mrs, Margaret Clarke, 
Mother of Little Marion, 
Recently Stolen 
from Home: 


AN babies be so marked that kid- 
napping could be rendered im- 
Possible or impracticable?” Thie 
fs 1 question which has been aroused in the 
minds of thousands of anxious mothers 
«ince the restoration of little Marion Clarke, 
recently kidnapped from her home in New 
York. Is there any harmless method by 
which bables can be branded so that, if 
stolen, they could tbe Identified beyond 
“uestion? The query has been raised by 
‘Mrs. Margaret Clarke, mother of HUttle 
‘Marion. Dr. William M. Richards, Medica! 
Inéyector of Public Schools in New York 
and a physician at Bellevue Hospital, has 
anrwered it. 


By Dr. William M. Richards. 


A child may be marked for identification 
dn several ways without any pain and with- 
out unpleasant after effects. Tattooing or 
actual branding may be done, if the-child 
be under the Influence of an anesthetic, 
without any evil, results. I would prefer 
the use of the platinum-pointed thermo-: 
cautery, by which a design, or the child's 
initials, can be indelibly placed on the skin. 
This must be done by quick, direct strokes 
before any message of pain can be carried 
to the brain. It requires 10 seconds to con- 
vey the impression, therefore the marking 
should be done within that limit. It must 
be remembered that a smal] surface is quite 
suflicient. Two square inches will serve 
the purpose of marking a child very well, 
There should be no attempt at covering a 
large part of the body, for if a third of the 
eurface were burned the child would die, 
while no harm could possibly ensue in the 
space I mentioned. If the marking be 
skillfully done, it would last practically for 
life. I would suggest that the child’s tul- 
tials might be the best design to aid in 
identification. If the custom became un’'- 
versal there would be no more kidnapping, 
for no one would be bold enough to venture, 
when it lay in the power of ahy one who 
knew the child's name to identify it by the 


monogram on its skin.

If the thousands of letters that have 
reached me from everywhere during the 
days of my ordeal, In those that have poured 
in upon me singe the recovery of my child 
I have found many suggestions from other 
mothers which would seek to make kidnap- 
ping in the future impracticable. 


In the first place a mother’s responsibility 
must be considered from every standpoint. 
The question of the nurse presents itself 
immediately. 

What sort of woman should she _ be? 
Motherly, surely; absolutely gentie and 
kindly in manner; neat in her dress and 
simple in her bearing; strong and healthy; 
not enorbid, essentially cheerful and opti- 
mistic.

RS. WILLIAM G. JONBS, the oldest 
actress on the American stage. who 
played the part of the nurse in 

Maude -Adams’ recent production of 
“Romeo and Juliet,” is a. strong advocate of 
divorce. Personally she has had no expe- 
rience with divorce courts. 

Mrs. Jones does not agree with Minnie 
Seligman-Cutting that there are more di- 
vorces among stage @ik than any other 
class. She says that the divorces among 
theatrical people are simply brought mure 
arominently before the public. 

“Divorce is frequently justifiable and ab- 
Solutely mecessary,””’ says Mrs, Jones. “I 
believe in a uniform divorce law through- 
out the United States, but I want the law 
to be liberal. 

“I certainly do not believe that people 
should be compelled to live together. Un- 
less there is harmony in the home it is not 
home, but a worse place than the one the 
name of which begins with h. 

“I believe in making the law so that it 
will protect the woman. Three men to one 
women violate the marriage vow. The 
man has the advantage. He can get away, 
Obtain a divorce and marry again. The 
woman, often from lack of money, and be- 
Cause she.believes that it js her religious. 
duty to stay at home, suffers in gilence. 
“While I believe that divorce is of too 
frequent eceurrence, I am satisfied the laws! 
are too stringent, especially in New York. 
I would favor divorce for incompatibility 
of temper and for brutality. 

Now, | let me say a“ word about divorce 
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on the stage. It would appear to be more 
frequent among theatrical persons than any 
other class. I don’t belleve it. It is simply 
more talked about because of the public 
nuture of the participants’ business. 

“Look at the divorces in so-called swell 
society. Divorces are granted there with- 
out any good reason. That is because 
money can do anything. 

“I do not believe that divorced persons 
should be refused marriage by the church. 
I believe that the second marriage should 
be just as legal as the first. 

“I want 4 national divorce law passed. 
I don’t want it as stringent as the laws 
of South Carolina and New York, bor as 
loose as they are in Dakota. 

“I can't understand the Christianity that 
will not allow a divorce under any con- 
dition at all. To me the man and woman 
who are entirely uncongenial, who hate 
each other and who still are forced by the 
law to live together as man and wife are 
committing one of the greatest sins in the 
eyes of God. 

“The injustice of such a rule is felt more 
often by the woman than the man. Linked 
to a man who its a brute, the woman has to 
suffer. <A liberal diverce law would give 
her relief. That is what I favor. 

“I want to speak out emphatically in 
favor of the stage, so far as divorces are 
concerned, as against society. I put the 
stage, In regard to its moral influence, next 
to the church, and I ought to know what 
I'm talking about, for I've been behind

This means, in his case, when 
he is confident, after mature deliberation, 
that bia conscience demands such a course. 

In this fact, more than from any natur al

Bishop Janssen has not acceded to the 
Wishes of the St. Patrick's parishioners, 
Because, beyond a doubt, he feels that 
to do so he would be doing wrong, accord- 
ing to his fullest conviction. 

Bishop Janssen has not said this, nor 
any one for him, tn this broad language, 
but it is an inference justified by the knowl- 
edge of how he determines his course in all

that he was contemplating such a choice 
until after it had been made and the Vicar- 
General had been notified of the Bishop's 
wish. 

Those closest to the Bishop in the Belle- 
ville diocese, the ecclesiastical world which 
he rules, know how he decides upon his 
course In all matters and how absolutely 
immovable he ts once he hase become con- 
vinced what is best and right and best be- 
cause right. 

In matters of parish detafl as well as 
matters of diocesan tmportrnce he listens 
to the suggestions of his priests and to their 
arguments if they have any to make, then 
considers fully and prayerfully the question 
at issue and makes his decision. 

That is the end of it. Having decided, 
after devout consideration and after hav- 
ing come to feel in his heart that another 
decision would be wrong, he will not listen 
to further representations. 

With a gentle but insistent “Nein, nein,” 
or “No, no,” he lays his hand on the 
priest's shoulder or knee and shakes his 
head slowly while a soft light comes into 
his eyes. 

It Is the loving negative, just bordering 
on reproof, with which a father restrains 
his child from doing what would be to its 
hurt. ; 

It is not only at these times that the st- 
titude of the Bishop toward his priests is 
that of the father toward his children. 

His habitual bearing sugyesr‘ts chis com- 
parison. He is kindly and indulgent, as a 
father should be, but firm and unylelding 
where the interests of the church and of 
the priests themselves demand it, qualities 
also which a father should have, 

To people who meet him only casually 
Bishop Janssen’s amlablility is his most 
marked characteristic. This is no: mani- 
fested fulsomely In many gracious words, 
but more by simple benignity of manner. 

Simplicity of speech, manner and life dis- 
tinguish the Bishop. He lives in a two- 
story brick mansion on a terrace opposite 
St. Peter’s Cathedral at the corner of 
Fourth and Race streets in Belleville. It is 
surrounded by rather epaclous, well-kept 
grounds, in which are many flower beds. 
Simplicity characterizes the furnishing of 
the residence except such articles as have 


ecclesiastial signifiance and these are befit- 
tingly rich. 

Here the Bishop receives his priests or 
anybody else, Catholic or Protestant, who 
wishes to see him, without formality, meet- 
ing them In the reception room without first 
even requiring their names. 

‘He is gentle and courteous to all who call 
to see hien but {fs not given to talking with 
many words, 

He avoids publicity except such as neces- 
sarily belongs to his sacred office and is 
seldom seen {n public except in the services 
of the church. 

He is not a great orator. When he speaks 
in public it is In the soft tones which he 
habitually employs in private, In the place 
of the eloquence of fine phrases and rolling 
sounds he gives his hearers the eloquence 
of simple truth, spoken as a benediction. 

He reads a great deal and delights in 
studying up the rubics of the church. Few 
church dignitaries give the attention which 
he does to all the ceremonies attending dl- 
vine service. In his own church. St. Peter’s 
Cathedral, of which his Chancellor, Father 
Hagen, is the rector, he constantly strives 
for greater solemnity itn all the ceremonies. 

He has devoted himself especially to the 
fostering of parochial schools. There are 
few dioceses in the United States which 
have as many parishes with resident priests 
and supporting parochial schools as the 
Belleville diocese. 


He has held himself aloof from the con- 
templation of modern social questions, con- 


ceiving it not the province of the priest 


to grapple with these problems of the world. 

Bishop Janssen is 64 years old and is an 
extremely well-preserved man. ‘This is in 
great measure due to his methodical! habits 
of life. He arises every morning punc- 
tually at 5 o’clock. The hour until 6 he 
spends in meditation and prayer. At 6 he 
celebrates mass in his private fhapel, which 
is attended only by the household. At 7 he 
has breakfast, after which he says his bre- 
viary until the morning mall ts delivered. 

Until noon he busies himself with his 
correspondence and the transaction of the 
affairs of the diocese. He eats dinner at 12. 
The afternoon is spent between prayers and 
diocesan business, 

He has supper at 6, after which he takes 
a walk in the garden. At 8:30 evening pray-

ers are said in the private chapel, with 
again only the household in attendance, 
and regularly at 10 o’clock he retires. 

The bishop is of medium stature. He is 
slightly stooped. His hair is silvery white, 
but his face retains its color and is al- 
most free from wrinkles. All his senses 
are unimpared. 


He has been Bishop of Belleville eleven 
years. Prior to that he was Vicar-Gen- 
eral of Alton diocese, which then included 
what are now Alton and Belleville dioceses, 
for 2% years under Bishop Baldus and for a 
short time before that under Bishop 
Junken. 


At Bishop Baltes’ death, about thirteen 
years ago, Bishop Janssen, then Vicar-Gen- 
eral, was appointed administrator of the 
Alton diocese by Archbishop Feehan of 
Chicago. 


He administered the diocese two years 
at the end of which time a decree went 
into effect creating the Belleville diocese 
out of the southern part of the Alton 
diocese and he was made bishop of the 
new diocese. 


The division of the old diocese took place 
Jan. 7, 1887. He was appointed bishop 
Feb. 28, 1888, and hia consecration took 
place April 25, 1888. 

Under his rule the Interests of the church 
have been magnified in the diocese. When 
he took charge there were 60 priests in the 
diocese. There are now 90. There has also 
been an increase of communicants and of 
church property. The smalier parishes are 
his especial care. 


The diocese extends from the Vandalia 
Railroad to Cairo and from the Mississippi 
to the Wabash Rivers. Belleville, East St. 
Louls and Cairo are the largest cities. The 
Cathedral parish in Belleville and St. Pat- 
rick’s parich In East St. Louls are the two 
largest parishes. St. Peter’s Cathedra] in 
Belleville is considered to be the finest 
place of worship. 

Bishop Janssen was born March 8, 15833, 
in the diocese of Muenster in Keppelein, 
Rheinland. He was educated in Germany 
and came to America in July, 138 He 
was appointed priest November 19, 1858, in 
Alton. He had charge of the German Catho- 
lic communicants of Springfield and vi- 
cinity from 1858 to 1863.

THREE IRISH CONSPIRATORS RELEASED 
IRTHDAY OF QUEEN VICTORIA. 


FITZHARR'S (SKIN THE GOAT), 


Of the three men just released from 
Maryborough convict prison, Fitzharris, 
r “Skin the Goat," is best remembered be- 
cause his trial excited the most interest at 
the time. He was in the first instance 
tried on the capital charge, but the crown 
having failed to secure a conviction for 
murder, indicted him for aiding and abet- 
ting in the escape of the murderers. The 
trial took place on May 15 and 16. The 
Solicitor-General, in opening for the prose- 
cution, said that it was not part of the 
crown case that Fitzharris was an invin- 
cible. They did not know whether he was 
or was not sworn into the society. What 
he wished to emphasize was that once it 
was proved he had helped in the escape of 
those who were corcerned in the murders 
by driving them away in his cab, he was 
guilty. 

The principal witnesses for the prosecu- 
tion were the approvers, Joe Smith, Michael 
Kavanagh, the carman who drove the ac- 
tual murderers, Joe Hanlon and Peter 
Carey. _ To complete the ir chain of evi-

dence, the police, after they had made their 
coup in January, stood in need of testi- 
mony from either the carman or the cab- 
man. They probably would have preferred 
Fitzharris as a witness, but he refused to 
become one, and they then had to fall 
back on Kavanagh, who proved more open 
te the persuasive influence of a free par- 
don combined with a substantial money re- 
ward. Smith's evidence was to the effect 
that the had been enlisted into the service 
of the invinctbles through the instrumen- 
tality of the prisoner, that having worked 
about the castle he knew the appearance 
of the various prominent officials and that 
he had pointed out Mr. Burke.

GENEVIEVE, OLDEST MISSOURI TOWN, 
SECURES A RAILROAD AFTER 167 YEARS. 


TE. GPNPVIEVE, MoO. the oldest 
town in the Mississippi Valley, nearly 
&) years older than St. Louis, has a 

last. Instead of being one of 

the last towns in Missouri to be thus 
equipped,it might have been the first, had it 
not been for the negligence, or, some say, 
the willful opposition of one of its foremost 
citizens, Lewis V. Bogy, atterward United 

States Senator from Missouri. 
Ten days ago the West 

Marys & Ste. Genevieve Railroad was 

opened for public travel. It is 3% miles in 

length, and is intended principally as a 

freight road. 

This line affords transportatton to West 
Chester, which is practically a river land- 
ing, where transfers may be made by fer- 
ryboat to Chester, Ill There connection 
may be made with the Centralia & Chester 
and the Mobile & Ohio Railroads, 

Ste. Genevieve is located 60 miles south- 
west of St. Louls. It was founded in 17%. 
The railroad yen heretofore were so 
limited that to reach certain parts of the 
Congressional District In which it Is located 
it was necessary to make a roundabout 
journey of 300 miles. 

Th's inconvenience was experienced dur- 
ing a fecent campaign by United States 
District Attorney Edward A. Rozier, who 
was formerly Mayor of Ste. Genevieve, and 
still has a residence there, 

In 1854 Lewis V. Boggy was elected to rep- 
resent the Ste. Genevieve District in the 
Missouri Legislature. 

At that time there was belng worked im- 
mense deposits of iron ore, known as the 
Iron Mountain, located 42 miles west of Ste. 
Genevieve. It was proposed to build a rail- 
road from the Iron Mountain to Ste. Gene- 
vieve, which town was to be the distributing 
center for the ore. 

Instead the road was diverted to St. Louts. 
The bill authorizing its construction was, 
it is said, fathered by Bogy. 

This road is now called the St. 
Iron Mountain & Southern. 

The Iron Mountain was originally 228 feet 
in height. Its base covered 500 acres. Be- 
fore the ra‘lroad was projected the splen- 
did deposits were shipped over a plank road 
to Ste. Genevieve. 

Prior to the great flood of 1875 Ste. Gene- 
vieve was called Le Vieux Village. It was 
then three miles distant from the present 
site. The overflow af the Mississipp! caused 
the inhabitants to move to h'gher ground. 

If Ste. Genevieve is lacking in modern 
progress, it is rich tn historical interest. 
Its very name is suggestive of the peace and 
quiet by which !{t has ever been surrounded. 

Ste. Genevieve enjoys not only the dis- 
tinction of having first planted the banner 
of civilization In the Upper Loulsiana Ter- 
ritory, but of having given to the United 
States several illustrious men. 

Among them were five United States Sen- 
ators—Henry Dodge, his son, Augustus C. 
Dodge, Lewis F. Linn, George W. Jones and 
Lewis F. Boggy. The latter was the only 
one who represented Missouri. 

Perhaps the first man to set foot on the 
soll of what is now Ste. Genevieve was 
Frances Renault, a French mine owner. He 
removed there from a settlement directly

across the river, known as Fort Chartres. 
With him he took 200 miners and half as 
many slaves. He developed valuable lead 
mines. 

Among the first settlers of Le Vieux Vil- 
lage (now Ste. Genevieve) were: Francois 
Valle, Commandant of the Post; Jean Bap- 
tiste Valle, Sr., the last commandant of 
the post; Joseph Laisel, Jean Baptiste 
Maurice, Francois Maurice, Francois Cole- 
man, Jacques Boyer, Henri Maurice, Par- 
fait Du Four, Joseph Bequette, Jean-Bap- 
tiste Thomure, Joseph Govreau, Louls 
Bolduc, Jean-Baptiste St. Gemme, Laurent 
Gabourg, Jean Beauvois, B. N. Janis and 
J. B. T. Pratt. 

In 1813 John J. Audubon, America’s most 
famous naturalist, and Gen. Firmin Rozier, 
grandfather of United States District At- 
torney Rozier, came to Ste. Genevieve to- 
gether from New Orleans, whither they had 
come from France. Audubon lived tn Mis- 
sour! several years, and some of his most

Tne magl- 
clan and bis assistant dart forward, Ust the shaw) 
by euch end and reveal a large prvelain bowl 
about 18 inches high and 15 toches tn diameter, 
Hiled to the brim with water. That the water is 
real is shown by the presence of severa) large 
red apples bobbing comfourtad y on its surface 

Ching explains to the audience that the bowl 
contains three buckets of water and weighs 05 
pounds. He proves this by bringing furward two 
buckets and filling them with water from the 
bowl, after which be demuustrates that there is 
anothér bucketful left in the bowl. The stilling 
magician disappears and the audience ts ieft 
to wonder where that bowl came from. The trick 
is very simple. One can readily understand it 
by reading this explanation aad studying the ac- 
companylag diagram 


The Explanation. 


In the performance of this trick 
Ching lAng Foo is attired In a volumi- 
®ous satin robe extending to within eight 
or ten inahes of the ground. Many of 
the knowing ones surmise, and rightly, 
that the large bow! fliled with water tsa 
concea'ed on his persen—but where and 
how it is preduced remains mysterious. 
The bowl with te contents weighing ainetys- 
five pounds is no easy object to juggle. As 
Ching Ling Feo makes one #@U¥apicloua 
movement, simply siovping and picking up 
the shawi to reveal the bew!, the trick Is 
very puggiing.

She had never learned the first principle 
of religious obedience and consequently 
wherever she went she she fomenied dis- 
cord and strife. She was called to Rome and 
afterward traveled to America, where agaln 
she became embroiled in controversy and 
strife with the cardinal] and bishops of the 
East, who forbade her finally from estab 
lishing houses in their parishes, fur wher- 
ever she planted a foundation there ani- 
mosity, etrife, bitterness and ‘ack of char. 
ity developed into active life. She founded

The army of degenerates, 
criminals, paupersa, weak-minded itmbeociles 
and imperfects is on the increase, as rell- 
able statistics show. From birth to the 
grave the above-named olasses are a bur- 
den to be cared for at public expense by 
increasing the amount of taxation. A curse 
and misery to themselves and a menace to 
the community, Every State in the union 
should have a law regulating the granting 
of marriage licenses. 

“This may seem etrange at first thought, 
but for the protection of the true home, 
which is the chief ocorner-stone upon which 
the State and nation depends, the home 
must produce men and women strong of 
body and limb as well as mind and will- 
power.

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WHEN THE AIR GIVES OUT.

Some Day, a Scientist Predicts, It Will 
Be Sold Like Any Other 
Commodity. 


IR will be a luxury some day—a com- 
A modity to be sought for and pur- 
chased—if the estimates of Prof. 
Mees of the Rose Polytechnic Institute at 
Terre Haute, Ind., are correct. He says: 
“If the present rate of coal consump- 
tion is kept up the life of the air will be 
ueed up, its oxygen consumed and a gas 
called carbon dioxide put in its place, A 
man would drown in an oxygeniess at- 
mosphere as quickly as if he were held 
under water. The carbon dioxide would be 
of no use toxhim whatever. He might as 
well put stones into his stomach as car- 
bon dioxide into his lungs. This gas is 
as incombuetible as stones are indigestible, 
Without combustion the blood would not 
purify. Lack of oxygen means death, 
“In round numbers three tons of oxygen 
needed to burn one ton of combustil- 


This oxygen always has come from 
in

bles. 
plants, which set free the oxygen held 
various carbon compounds, That is, the 
plant takes in the compound, uses the 
carbon part of it and lets the oxygen part 
go. This is exactly the opposite of the 
habit of human beings, who utilize the oxy- 
gen and let the rest go. The total amount 
of oxygen in the air is an exact proportion 
of the total amount of air. Abvut one- 
fifth of the air is oxygen. All the oxygen 
in the air comes from plants. Before the 
earth had life free oxygen did not exist. 
The absence of oxygen in meteors tends to 
prove this. There are perhaps 340,000,000 
tons of combustibles in the form of peat, 
gas and coal. There are 21,000,000 square 
miles of vegetation. Bach square mile can 
furnish oxygen sufficient to burn 80 tons 
of combustibles a year, or, say, the equiva- 
lent of 100 tons of coal. 

“At this rate the capacity for combusti- 
bles would be enough to burn 2,000,000,00 
tons of coal a year. That ts a large quan- 
tity, but it is not Infinite. Natural law is 
no respecter of sizes. If the coal product 


reaches this limit there will be an exact 
equilibrium, a balance between the amount 
of carbon dioxide the burning coal gives 
out and the capacity of the world’s vege- 
tation to take care of it, to gssimilate the 
carbon and to set free the oxygen. Should 
the coal production increase yond ths 
limit the vegetable world wiil be overtaxed, 
It will not be able to manage with all the 
carbon dioxide. There will be more than it 
can digest, and consequentiy the carbon 
dioxide will accumulate. <As it accumu- 
lates the proportion of oxygen will decrease 
relatively, and as this decrease continues 
the atmosphere will become unbreathable. 

“These figures are not exact. I give them 
merely to illustrate my theory, which is 
justified by a careful study of recent sta- 
tistics. There may be actually lees vege- 
tation than I have estimated, or there may 
be more; the result will be the same even- 
tually if coal burning inereases at its 


present rate.’ 

However true this theory of Prof. Mees 
may be, there Is no immediate reason for | 
apprehension. The capacity of piants to/| 
devour carbon dioxide has not yet been 
strained, nor is it Ukely to be for many 
years. 

At present there are something Iike 
four parts of carbon dioxide in every 10.000 
of atmosphere. That is an insignificant | 
amount to plants that can Ive in an atmoe- 
powers where the rate is as high as eight or 
0 parts in 100. Some plants will thrive in 
an atmosphere that contains 12 rts of 
carbon dioxide, tak.ng the carbon to them- 
seives and setting free the oxygen. The 
range from four in 10,000 to 12 tn is long,

That there exists in very many cases a real 
‘danger of being buried, embalmed, dissected 
or cremated alive has been fully acknowl- 
edged by various unquestionable, high:y re- 
ectable authorities, and many celebrated 
@utliors have extensively and elaborately 
written on th's particularly important sub- 
ject, among them such as Alexander Hum- 
boldt, Hufeland, Hartman and others too 
numerous to be mentioned, They all have 
Shown that in every case of death which 
cannot be plainly accounted for by violent 
external causes, fatal vulneration, accidents 
by firearms or deadly weapons, suicide or 
murder—it is of the utmost importance to 
abstain from all, sudden alarm and meddle- 
some interference, and most patiently to 
wait until every possible doubt as to the 
real and entire extinction of life is abso- 
lutely removed. 

Tnder no conti ions sheu d tre fear of ria. 
fcule, supercilious contempt or mockery 
coming from the thoughtless and the igno- 
Tant, the fear of being laughed at, for one's 
supposed credulity, or any other sort of 
int'midation whatsoever, influence us in our 
conduct on #0 grave and solemn an occa- 
gion. There is nobody certain that he will 
mot, at some time or other, have to undergo 
the most horrible of a!l misfortunes, that of 
being buried alive and helplessly ending his 
life in a narrow coffin, six feet under 
‘ground.

1. “‘The dangers of being buried or cre- 
mated alive, or of a liv'ng autopsy are ever 
present, as long as physicians fail to recog- 
nize the fact that an advanced stage of 
decomposition is the only infallible test of 
death. Otherwise, the human race will 
always be menaced with the horrors of a 
premature disposal of their mortal fe- 
mains.’’ 

“No bur'al should be attempted as long 
as the only reliable sign of death, the de- 
composition of the vital organs, has not be- 
gun.”

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PROPER WAY TO MAKE TEA. 
R. BGBDRT LEFDPVRE, a visiting 
|) physician of Bellevue Hospital; New 
York, says of tea, which recently 
caused the death of a man jn that city: 

“Tea may be divided into two classes— 
that which |s properly cooked and that 
which is not. 

“There are a few people who cook the'r 
tea properly, and a great many who cook 
it improperly, and some who produce a de- 
coction which may be called an actual 
poison. 

‘Among the last are a vast number of 
small housekeepers, cooks, seamstresses, 
washerwomen and dthers, whose work is in 
their own homes and who have easy access 
to the stove and tea caddy. 

‘Such people keep a pot of tea always 
brewing, and some do not clean the pot 
or remove the leaves for weeks at a time. 
They add a pinch of tea, or a cup of hot 
water occasionally, and it is only when 
the pot is full of leaves that they are re- 
moved. 

“Tt is during such brewings as these that 
a poison is extracted which is most in- 
jurious to the stomach. It Is called tannin, 

‘The good effects of tea are produced by 
theine and by certain essential oils, 

“Theine is the active pr.nciple of tea, As 


nicotine is the active principle of tobacco 
or caffeine of coffee, which theine closely re- 
sembles. According to the analysis of Kogai 
theine forms 8% per cent of black tea and 


31-5 per cent of green tea. Green tea is a | 


little less stimulating than black tea, but 
more than twice as injurious, for it con. 
tains nearly 11 per cent of tannin, while 
black tea contains less than 6 per cent. It 
is green tea which is almost altogether used 
among the working people. 

“When tannin goes into the stomach a 
strange thing happens. Tannic acid and 
iron form Ink. When tannin goes tnto the | 
stomach it combines with iron tn the food 
to form something li'ke Ink. If the amount. 
of tannin ts great it may absorb nearly all | 
the tron which the food provides. Iron 
helps to form the red corpuscles of the 
blood, and when the blood ts deprived of 
iron it loses its color and ceases to nourish 
the body. 

“This was what caused Phelan’s death. 
He drank at least 30 cups of overcooked tea 
every day. His was an extreme case, yet 
the blood suffers to some extent by small 
doses of tannin. 

“Tt ts upon the digestion that tannin 
exerc'ses the Injuries now commonly felt. 
In the digestive fluids are ferments, such 
as papsin. When tannin comes in contact 
with these it precipitates them in solid 
form, so that they no longer ald digestion. 

“In preparing tea heat the pot first. Then 
put tn a teaspoonful for every two or three 
cups. Pour on boiling water and put a cozy 
over the pot, which should not be pus on 
the stove. 

“After four or five minutes the beverage 
should be poured either into cups or into 
another vessel and the leaves should be 
thrown away. Thus you get the the.ne with 
very littie tannin.
